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NEW ORDER IN CHINA | 


Audiences to Foreign Envoys Un- 
der Changed Conditions. 


The Ministers Received by the Emperor 


as Representatives of Monarchs 


Equal in Rank to Himself. 


PEKING, Jan. 23.—The foreign Ministers 
here have attained the goal which has been 
their aim since intercourse between China 
and the powers began. They have been re- 
ceived as representatives Df sovereigns 
equal in rank to the Chinese Emperor. 

The audiences yesterday between the 
Emperor and the Ministers were held in 
the innermost, large hall of the Forbidden 
City. The Emperor sat upon a dais be- 
hind a table. There were four Princes 
at the back of his chair, and a dozen offi- 
cials at each side. The Dowager Empress 
Was not visible, being concealed by a | 
gcreen, according to the stories of the at- 
tendants. The audience chamber was fur- 
nished ornately, in contrast to the dingy 
rooms which served for these audiences 
under the old régime. The Secretaries trans- 
Jated the addresses of the Ministers, copies 
of which were handed to the Emperor. The 
replies to the addresses were delivered by 
Prince Ching. 

The Emperor was silent throughout the 
audiences and remained stolid and impas- 
sive. Formerly the Emperor replied to the 
Ministers in Manchu and a Prince inter- 
preted what he said. To-day the Emperor 
appeared as an automaton, and the Secre- 
taries of the foreign Ministers who were 

resent report that he looked weaker, less 

ntellectual, and more childish than prior 


to the siege of the legations. 

Sir Ernest M. Satow, the British repre- 
sentative, made the following address: 

**My august sovereign has charged me to 
express to your Majesty his sincere desire 
to see the independence and the integrity 
of the Chinese Empire maintained intact, 
and that the prosperity and happiness of 
the Chinese people may be hastened by the 
removal of obstacles to the free exchange 
of commodities, by the extension of manu- 
factures and by the utilization of the re- 
sources of the soil. 

“The wonderful improvements in the 
means cf communication between different 
parts of the world through the development 
of steam navigation, railways, and tele- 
graphs has brought all countries into much 
closer relations than was possible in former 
times. Thus the nations of the world are 
enabled to profit by the lessons to be 
learned from each other in the art of gov- 
ernment, in methods of education, in the 
gndministration of justice, and the applica- 
tion of the public wealth to the advantage 
of the whole people. If, under the en- 
lightened rule of your Majesty, the barriers 
which in the past hindered the free and 
mutually advantageous intercourse of 
China with the rest of the world be com- 
pletely removed, and her domestic institu- 
tions wisely regulated, it is certain that 
China, advancing along the path of prog- 
Tress, will attain to a height of prosperity 
unknown in the past.” 

The foreign Ministers entered the For- 
bidden City at the main gate, leaving their 
military escorts outside. At the Second 
Gate they entered yellow chairs, like those 
furnished for the Princes and Secretaries. 
They walked through the inner courts of 
the Forbidden City, and their cortége re- 
tired from the city by the East Gate.

LONDON, Jan. 24.—The new German 
imperial loan, says the Berlin correspon- 
dent of The Times, has been subscribed 
for almost sixty-one times over, and the 
new Prissian 3 per cents. forty-three 
times over. 

The correspondent remarks that, while 
this tribute to German credit by foreign 
capital is recognized, it is pointed out 
that the result is largély the work of 
Speculators who desire to reap small 
profits by immediately realizing on the 
amounts allotted to them. Most of them, 
however, will be disappointed.

LONDON, Jan. 24.—Speaking in the 
Prussian Chamber, says the Berlin cor- 
respondent of The Times, Minister of 
Agriculture von Podbielski asserted that 
he regarded the imposition of protective 
duties on grain as merely a temporary 
mecessity. They should be dispensed 
with, if possible, in the future, when the 
country could face foreign competition. 
At present this could not be done, since 
wheat was conveyed more cheaply from 
Chicago to Hamburg than from Ham- 
burg to Berlin.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—In the fifteenth 
annual report of the Inter-State Commerce

ANOTHER BRITISH IRON DEAL. 


Guest, Keen & Co. to Acquire a Big 
Wire Business— Rumors that a 
Mammoth Combine Is Con- 
templated. 

LONDON, Jan. 24.—Guest, Keen & Co. 
of Dowlais and Cardiff, who recently ab- 
sorbed the Cyfarthfa Iron Works~ and 
collieries, have, it is announced, com- 
pleted arrangements to acquire the business 


of the Nettlefolds, big screw wire manu- 
facturers of Birmingham, for about 
$2,000,000, 

Guest, Keen & Co. have already acquired 
the big steel works of Crawshay Brothers, 
at Merthyr Tydvil, and it is rumored that 
it is their intention to form a mommoth 
combine with several other large firms. 

The Daily Chronicle publishes an editorial 
based upon the Guest, Keen & Co. and 
Nettlefolds combine, which is a warning 
against the dangers of introducing the trust 
system into this country. 

The Daily Chronicle contends that the 
success of American combines is not due to 
the intrinsic merits of the system, but to 
capable and energetic management, and 
that Great Britain is pinning its faith on 
a system of monopoly, without imitating 
the energy which has worked such won- 


ders in the United States. 


The concern known as Guest, Keen & 
Co. is one of the most important British 
steel corporations. For some time past 
it has been reported that it will consolidate 
with Bolckow, Vaughan Co. and the 
Consett Iron Company. The capitalization 
of Guest, Keen & Co. is £3,000,000, divided 
equally into 4 per cent. debenture stock, 
preferred stock, and common stock. The 
company is itself a combination of the 
Dowlais Iron Company, Guest & Co., and 
the Patent Nut and Bolt Company. 

The properties already taken over by this 
concern include collieries with an output of 
1,500,000 tons annually, large iron and steel} 
works, and large interests in mining prop- 
erties in Spain.

The commission believes to-day, as 
it has in the past, that this whole law 
should be revised upon some correct theory 
and some workable basis. 

“It is possible, however, that the same 
causes Which have prevented serious con- 
sideration of this subject in the past may 
continue to operate in the future, In that 
event, in view of the gross violations of the 
statute herein referred to, we would sug- 
west that if it is not possible to amend this 
law in its more essential features, it ought 
at least to be possible to deal with these 
the act which are in- 
tended to prevent practices of this char- 
acter. If these practices are right and 
necessary they ought not to be unlawful; 
if wrong they should be stopped. 

* Whie it was undoubtedly the intent of 
the tenth section of the act to impose a 
penalty upon the corporation itself, under 
its peculiar phraseology it has, however, 
been judicially determined that the corpo- 
ration is not liable. The agent alone can 
be punished. Now, the object of rate cut- 
ting is to get business and make money, 
and the corporation, if any one, profits by 
the illegal act. It is the real offender, and 
ought certainly to pay the penalty as well 
as its officer. 

“The act requires carriers to publish 
inter-State rates and adhere to such pub- 
tariffs. But the tenth section, as 
the courts, does not punish 
otherwise than by a possibly nominal fine, 
a departure from the published tariff, un- 
less there is actual discrimination between 
shippers. To convict for paying a_ rebate 
it is necessary to show not merely that the 
railway company paid a rebate to a partic- 
shipper, but it must also be shown 
that it did not pay the same rebate to 
some other shipper with respect to the 
same kind of traffic moving at the same 
time under similar conditions. 

* As a practical matter this is almost al- 
For this reason prosecu- 
tions otherwise sustainable can rarely be 
successful, and this is particularly the case 
where there is an extensive demoralization 
of rates, and consequently the greatest need 
for the application of criminal remedies. 
Departure from the published rate is the 
thing which can be shown, and the thing 
which should be visited with fitting pun- 
ishment, P 

“The criminal provisions of the law 
should be further and generally amended 
with the view of removing their ambiguities 
and giving to those provisions the strength 
and enforcibility which come from definite- 
ness of statement. 

“The twentieth section should be amend- 
ed so as to open the books of the carriers 
to the inspection of the commission or its 
agents. Such publicity would be of the 
greatest service in exposing and punishing 
illegal pr&ctices of this kind, and it is dif- 
ficuit to see any good reason why this 
ought not to be permitted, provided proper 
restrictions are put upon the use to be 
made of knowledge thus obtained. 

“These amendments would not afford 
any satisfactory system for the regulation 
of interstate railways, but they probably 
would stop such gross infractions of law 
as now frequently occur. 

‘““We wish to still further suggest that 
if the powers of this commission are not to 
be generally enlarged some method should 
at. least be devised by which such orders 
as it can make may be enforced within a 
reasonable time.” 

Of the relative export rates of wheat and 
flour this is said: 

“These rate discriminations militate 
against a great American industry. To an 
extent the rate upon flour to the foreign 
market must be higher than that upon 
wheat. This is decreed by physical condi- 
tions, which no statute and no commission 
can alter. To that extent this industry must 
expect to operate at a disadvantage. But 
many of the present discriminations are un- 
necessary; and here again it never can be 
known to what extent they are just or un- 
just until it is first known what rate this 
traffic actually bears.” 

The report discusses the general progress 
of. railways during the last, fiscal year. 
The total earnings were $1,578,164,205. 

Favorable comment upon the working of 
the safety appliance regulation, which be- 
came fully effective in August, 1900, is 
made by the commission. A number of 
railway companies, it is stated, failed to 
submit the accident reports required of 
them, and the present law is called de- 
fective because the monthly reports are 
limited to employes and passengers, and 
do not include many casualties to other 
persons.

POWERS’ ATTITUDE IN 1898. 


London Times Says No Evidence Has 
Been Adduced to Discredit Lord 
Cranborne’s Statements.

LONDON, Jan. 24.—In an editorial 
article to-day The Times says there is 
no evidence to support the contentions 
made in various quarters that other 
powers were at least as friendly to the 
United States as Great Britain at the 
time of the Spanish-American war, and 
even that it was not Great Britain's ac- 
tion, but the alleged action of another 
State, which baffled the anti-American 
project. The Times goes on to say: 

“The Americans, like ourselves, are 
used to weighing evidence. The unau- 
thentic accounts from uncertain diplo- 
matic sources with which they are sup- 
plied in order to discredit Lord Cran- 
borne’s statement affect them just as 
might have been expected. Until evi- 
dence is forthcoming the American pub- 
lic seems likely to remain convinced that 
England, and England alone, showed 
practical and effective friendship to their 
country in the day of trial. Neither they 
nor we pretend that our conduct at that 
time was dictated wholly by considera- 
tions of sentiment. Our interests were 
on the side of America, and we had sa- 
gacity enough to understand that this 
was the case. 

“Sentiment, at the same time, entered 
largely into our motives. We were hon- 
estly glad, as always, to be able honest- 
ly to co-operate with a great people in- 
heriting our language, laws, religion, 
and manners. They will recognize that 
we dfd them a service at a very critical 
time more fully yet when the details of 
the negotiations come to be known.” 


SENATE COMMITTEE TO. 
SIFT CANAL QUESTION. 


Whole Subject to be Investigated Thor- 
oughly Before Any Route Is Selected. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—It is promised 
for the Senate Committee on Interoceanic 
Canals that it will make a searching in- 
vestigation before it determines‘ its atti- 
tude with respect to route. This assurance 
comes not trom Chairman Morgan, (Dem., 
Lu.,) but from “ privates’”’ in the com- 
mittee, 

According to the information they ‘give, 
there is a possibility of a contest with Mr. 
Morgan before it is determined that the 
committee is not to muke a report in favor 
or any particular route until it has studied 
the route question, If Mr, Morgan could 
have his way, it is said, the committee 
would pigeon-hole the report of the Isth- 
mian Canal Commission and recommend 
forthwith the construction of the cana! on 
the Nicaragua route. The hope is expressed 
that he will yield with good grace to the 
plan of investigating. 
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It is proposed that the committee shall ! 


give hearings on the route question, begin- 
ning some time next week. Several mem- 
hers have determined to insist on holding 
hearings and profess to believe they will 
have their way about it. There does not ap- 
pear to te the least likelihood of serious 
consideration of the Darien route. It may 
not be admitted that the recent talk about 
that route has had some other purpose than 
to interest Senators in it, but if one should 
make the statement that none of the Sen- 
ators who have been spoken of as Darien 
men are such, the statement would be very 
close to the truth. 

A member of the commitice said to-day 
that the Senate, as it stood, leaned toward 
Panama. 

**T don’t think, though,”’ he added. “ that 
the judgment of the Senate is formed. I 
believe almost all the Senators have open 
minds touching this canal matter ‘That 
certainly is iy conditien. I have no preju- 
dice in the matter that amounts to any- 
thing. I am for the route that after a care- 
ful investigation seems to he the best.” 


INDUSTRIAL REPORT FINISHED. 


Federal Commission’s Conclusions, Now 
in the Printer’s Hands, Recommend 
Government Supervision 
of Trusts. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—The Industrial 
Commission, after several years spent in 
investigating the industrial condition of 
the country, with the view of making rec- 
ommendations calculated to assist in the so- 
lution of the problems of the times, has 


completed and sent to the printer its final 
report. It is expected that this report will 
be presented to Congress, as required by 
law, within the next few days. 

The final document will be a volume of 
about 1,000 pages, and will be a review of 
the evidence contained in the previously 
published eighteen volumes. In this last 
volume the various questions which have 
been considered in the course of the in- 
quiry are discussed under separate head- 
ings, and recommendations are made, 

n the subject of trusts the commission 
follows closely the lines of recommenda- 
tions laid down by the President in his an- 
nual message. Supervision by the National 
Government is recommended... The most 
radical specific step suggested in that di- 
rection by the report is that the books of 
ali corperations should be subject at all 
times to inspection, as are the books of 
National banks. ‘This, it is claimed, would 
go far toward protecting the public against 
impositions in the way of overcapitalization 
and other devices. 

The commission discussed Government 
ownership of railroads and telegraph lines, 
but does not recommend such a departure 
from present methods. 

There are some recommendations con- 
cerning taxation that will attract attention. 
One of these looks to the imposition of 
certain taxes on private property by the 
States direct. The report has been signed 
by all the members except some of the 
Congressional members, who withhold 
their signatures because they have not had 
2 SEUeRtearty, to examine the report care- 
ully. 


“ NOBLEMAN ” CHARGED WITH 
FRAUD BY STEEL TRUST. 


M. Francois, Alias Count de Neufcha- 
teau, Said to Have Ordered Ma- 
terials “for the Use of the 
French Government.” 


CHICAGO, Jan. 23. — A conspiracy by 
which the Steel Trust was to have been 
defrauded out of 200,000 tons of steel is 
charged against Charles Jules Francois, 


alias Count de Neufchateau, who was ar- 
rested here Monday for failure to pay a 
hotel bill. : 

Francois, who first said he was a French 
Count, then that he was the son of a 
wealthy Belgian contractor, had been ne- 

otiating with the officials of the American

MANAGING BOARDS TO STAY 


They Will Be Restricted to Five Mem- 
bers Each, Though, and Shorn of 
Much of Their Power. 


Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, Jan. 23.—The Assembly Com- 
mittee on Judiciary to-day reported on the 
State Commission in Lunacy bill with a 
number of important amendments to the 
Governor’s plan. To conciliate the senti- 
ment antagonistic to the abolishment of 
the Boards of Managers, it is proposed to 
continue these boards, but to reduce their 
membership to five. These boards now 
usually have from nine to thirteen mem- 
bers. The focal boards under the bill as 
amended are‘shorn of all power except as 
to visitation and inspection. All patronage 
will be vested in the State Lunacy Com- 
mission, which is to appoint the Superin- 
tendent and Steward, who in turn will ap- 
point subordinates. 

One of the members of the committee 
explained that the Boards of Managers 
are to be retained as a “‘ purely ornamental 
feature.” They will have no more real 
power than any ordinary citizen. It is not 
believed here that this compromise will 
allay the opposition to the bill. 

Regarding the changes made in the Dill, 
the Chairman of the committee, Assembly- 
man Rogers, to-night gave out the follow- 
ing statement: ‘‘ The criticisms of the bill 
at the hearing yesterday, when carefully 
analyzed, seem to have been directed 
chiefly to the humanitarian side of the 
question, and to the various alleged defects 
of administrative detail in the provisions 
of the new bill. A careful study of State 
hospital management, viewing the system 
as a whole, instead of from the standpoint 
of the individual hospital, confirms the be- 
lief that a centralized control with proper 
checks and safeguards is the best, most 
efiicient, and most economical. 

“It is apparent that the best work of the 
best members of the various boards ol 
managers has been along the lines of fre- 
quent visitation, careful inspection, 
thoughtful recommendation. With a desire 
to those features, the committee 
recommends amendments which

STRANGE DEATH OF A 
WEALTHY ST. LOUIS MAN. 


A. D. Cooper Found with Fractured 
Skull in a Turkish Bath—Police 


Arrest One Negro. 
ST. LOUIS, Jan. 23.—A. Dean Cooper, 
Treasurer of the Graham Paper Company, 


died here to-day as the result of injuries 
sustained in a mysterious manner while 


in the Vista Turkish bath establishment, at 
8,518 Franklin Avenue, last night. William 
A. Strother, the colored man in charge of 
the bathhouse, who tells conflicting stories 
about the affair, is under arrest. A dia- 
mond ring, worth $1,500, and a valuable 
pin belonging to Mr. Cooper have been 


receovered from their hiding place in the 
cellar of the bathhouse. 

Mr. Cooper's injury consisted of a fract- 
ured skull. A sledge hammer, covered with 
blood, was found in the ceMar. Doctors op- 
erated on the victim and removed pieces of 
bone that were pressing on his brain, but 
the injured man died without regaining 
consciousness. Mr. Cooper was the owner 
of the bathhouse, but it was not managed 
in his name. He was interested in various 
lines of business and was counted as one 
of the wealthiest men in St. Louis. 

Strother told the police that about mid- 
night a boy brought Mr. Cooper a note, 
which he refused to answer. The boy went 
away, and soon after a man and two wo- 
men entered. When he returned from the 
cellar, where he had gone to fix the fires, 
he found Cooper on the couch unconscious. 
Strother said later that the two women and 
the man came in a carriage. He said that 
he had admitted them to the cooling room 
and had returned to the basement. He did 
not know when they departed. The police 
say that there is no other evidence than 
Strother’s statement to prove the visit of 
two women and a man‘to the bathhouse.

SNOWS UP-STATE DISASTROUS. 


Peach Orchards of Niagara County 
Ruined—Families Cannot Get Fuel 
—Buildings Collapse. 

Special to The New York Times. 
LOCKPORT, N. Y., Jan. 23.—The famous 
Niagara peach will be a scarce article in 
the market next Summer, for the snow- 
storm that swept the country yesterday has 
ruined all the young peach orchards in 
Western New York. The snow was wet and 
heavy. It clung to the branches of the 
trees and bore the limbs to the ground. 
Only the peach trees were destroyed, as 
their limbs are almost as brittle and as 

easily broken as a clay pipe stem. 

Raising peaches is the principal industry 
along the shore of ake Ontario. The dam- 
age to orchards in this end of the State 
will re ach $500,000. Almost all the farmers 
in Niagara County are snowed into their 
homes, but the few who have managed to 
get to this city through the four and five 
teet of snow complain bitterly of their loss. 
In Lockport and other towns in this part 
of the State coal dealers are unable to de- 
liver fuel on account of the deep snow. One 
local dealer says he knows of 100 families 
that have no coal, and cannot get any 
within the next forty-eight hours. 

Sha fer’s machine shops, on Market Street, 
have collapsed under the tons of snow that 
accumulated on the roof. Barns and other 
buildings throughout the county have 
fallen by the score, Many head of stock 
have been killed in this way, but it is not 
known whether any persons have perished. 


BUFFALO, Jan. 23.—According to Fore- 
caster Cuthbertson of the United States 
Weather Bureau, the fall of snow, which 
begun on Tuesday morning and ended last 
night, amounted to 22% inches, the great- 
est this city has ever experienced. 


GLASS TRADE WAR FEARED. 


500,000 Boxes Sold at a Low Figure 
After a Conference of Companies 
in This City. 

About sixty men prominent in the window 
gSlass trade met in the small ballroom of the 
Waldorf-Astoria yesterday at an all-day 
conference between the Window Glass Job- 
bers’ Association, the American Window 
Glass Company, and the Federation of Co- 
operative Window Glass Companies of Mun- 
cie, Ind. As one result 500,000 boxes of glass 
were sold to the jobbers for $1,500,000, which 
was considered to be a remarkably low 
figure, and to show that there is every 
reason to believe that a war of prices is 
impending in the business. 

The principal circumstance upon which 
this belief is founded is that the Independ- 
ent Glass Company of the United States 
was not represented at the meeting, the at- 
tendance of which comprised about twenty, 
who were there in the interests of the man- 
ufacturers, the others being from the Job- 
bers’ Association. President W. P. Gray of 
the Jobbers’ Association, who comes from 
Syracuse, N. Y., presided over the deliber- 
ations, which were marked by numerous 
adjournments for private conferences. Pres- 
ident James A. Chambers of Pittsburg 
represented the American company, while 
the federation of companies was repre- 
sented by Leopold Mambourg, J. R. John- 
son of Hartford City, Ind., member of the 
Western Executive Committee; E. H. Flood 
of Atco, N. J., of the Eastern federation, 
and H. O. Newcomb of Millvale, N. J., 
and George Jonas of Bridgeton, N. J., 
both members of the Eastern Executive 
Committee, representing all the window 
glass plants of the East. 

Prices made on the sales were based upon 
the manufacturers’ list of Jan. 1, 1901, and 
were computed from the quotations which 
it gave, as follows: Single strength, 89.02% 
per cent.; double strength, 89.05 per cent. 

Mr. Newcomb said that as a result of the 
independent company’s absence there would 
probablyrbe a “‘ glass war,"’ and were it not 
for this fear, he said, between three and 
four million boxes would have been sold. 
He said the figures showed that the pros- 
pect of such a struggle had already re- 
duced prices. There was no other reason 
for it, he explained, as the demand>for the 
product is unparalleled at the present time.

RICE MURDER PLOT 


Circumstantial Detail, He Declares, 
Points to Patrick’s Guilt. 


JONES’S PART IN THE CRIME 


NE ee a 


Motive Patrick’s, Opportunity the Val- 
et’s, Says the Prosecutor—Crema- 
tion the Rock on Which the 
Conspiracy Foundered, He 
Tells the Jury. 


The taking of testimony in the trial of 
Albert T. Patrick for the murder of William 
Marsh Rice will commence before Recorder 
Goff this morning, when some of the most 
important witnesses of the prosecution will 
be put upon the stand. Yesterday’s session 
was taken up with the opening address to 
the jury of Assistant District Attorney Os- 
borne. It attracted a great number of vis- 
itors to the court. 

One of the peculiarities of this case was 
explained to the jury by Mr. Osborne, who 
said, as a reason for the length of his open- 


ing speech, that it was remarkable for the" 


immense number of details tending to es- 
tablish the guilt of Patrick. To a great ex- 
tent, said Mr. Osborne, the case is one of 
circumstantial evidence, and the indications 
are that it will go down in history as one 
the most remarkable murder trials on 
| record. ‘ 
} It was this feature of the Patrick trial 
that attracted to the court yesterday fiction 
writers and dramatists. Stories and plays 
of the Sherlock Holmes order are now being 
constructed, based on the Patrick trial, and 
their authors were busy in the Recorder's 
court, making notes for future use. All the 
requisite dramatic elements are present in 
the trial. 

A huge estate valued at $5,000,000 was 
the bait, it is charged, for which the crime 
was con:mitted. There is the alleged forged 
will, so dear to the novelist and dramatist; 
checks for immense sums of money pre- 

; Sented for payment immediately after the 
death, heirs at a distance, hypnotism, mys- 
terious telegrams, poison, a _ long-lost 
nephew, a faithful servant, handwriting ex- 
perts, cremation, and a conspiracy. 

THE REPUTED @ONSPIRACY. 

All of these facts were stated to the jury 
with emphasis yesterday by Mr. Osborne, 
but the which he paid the closest 
attention was the last named. Without a 
conspiracy, it was said by many, his case 
would fail to the ground, although there 
are other criminal charges waiting to be 
brougnt against Patrick. As was shown in 
the prosecuting attorney's address to the 
jury, a singular feature of the Patrick case 
is that the principal witness against the 
man on trial for murder is the man who 
confesses to having committed the murder, 
while Patrick, the prisoner, as all admit, 
was in another part of the city. The efforts 
of the prosecution are, therefore, as Mr. 
Osborne pointed out, largely directed to the 
establishment of this conspiracy to murder. 

The prosecuting attorney returned again 
and again to the facts he is about to es- 
tablish by evidence which tends to show 
that Patriek and Jones were as one in pre- 
paring for the crime. Mr. Osborne explained 
to the jury that before a man could be con- 
victed of murder the law demanded that 
not only the motive be shown but the ex- 
clusive opportunity. 

“You may be quite sure,’ said Mr. Os- 
borne, leaning over the jury box and speak- 
ing slowly in low tones, “ that there is one 
man who would not be mentioned in the 
forged will, and that is Jones. He was 
left out of it entirely. Jones has no mo- 
tive whatever on the papers. Jones, who 
had the opportunity, had no motive, and 
Patrick, who had the motive, had not the 
opportunity. , We will show. that Patrick 
had motive—motive to burn.” 

At this point the Assistant District At- 
torney, turning about, faced the prisoner. 
Looking Patrick straight in the eyes, he 
raised his arm, pointed at him, and said: 

‘‘The minute 1 show that there was an 
agreement between Patrick and Jones, then 
Jones’s becomes Patrick’s opportunity, and 
Patrick’s motive beeomés Jones’s, and for 
the purposes of this crime they are one 
person. Jones wrote the checks and Pat- 
rick presented them. Who told falsehoods 
about Mr. Rice’s death? Jones. Who put 
Patrick in possession of everything at Mr. 
Rice's. Jones. Who took orders from 
Patrick? Jones.” : 

At this stage of the proceedings the 
counsel for the defense objected, as he did 
frequently during the course of Mr. Os- 
borne’s address, but the objection was over- 
ruled. 

During the morning session of the court 
Mr. Osborne devoted a large part of his 
attention to Patrick’s relationship with Mr. 
Rice. He said that Patrick, although he 
claimed to be the confidential adviser of 
Mr. Rice, and under the alleged forged will 
was to inherit the bulk of his estate, while 
holding checks on Mr. Rice’s bank to the 
amount of_ $250,000, had not been 
show that he ever did any business for Mr. 
Rice, and that nobody had ever seen Pat- 
rick with Mr. Rice. 


PATRICK’S CIRCUMSTANCES. 


“While he claimed to have all these 
close relations with Mr. Rice,” said Mr. 
Osborne, “ he_-never notified anybody of it. 
And we will show that while he was a 
lawyer his practice in New York was con- 
stantly shrinking; that he never had but 
one important case, and that he was re- 
duced to such an extent that a few weeks 
before Mr. Rice’s death he had to borrow 
$125. He was a man with no means and 
no practice.” 

It was at this point that Mr. Osborne 
took up the first notification the relatives 
of Mr. Rice had from Patrick. That was 
the telegram informing them of Mr. Rice's 
death. Nobody, said Mr. Osborne, had been 
notified until Swenson, the banker, had 
informed the police, and then Patrick sent 
the telegram to Texas. 

‘*I would be willing,’’ said Mr. Osborne, 
“to rest my case on that telegram alone. 
It reads: ‘Mr. Rice died last night, at- 
tended by a physician.” What is the im- 
portance whether he was attended by a 
physician or not, unless guilt might be anx- 
ious? ‘ Death certificate’ is the next state- 
ment in the telegram. What does inno- 
cence care about a death certificate? But 
guilt might be very anxious that the rela- 
tives would believe that Mr. Rice’s death 
was natural. 

“Then this 
the death certificate contains thus: ‘ Death 
certificate, old age, mental worry, diarrhea, 
weak heart.’ We will show that the doctor 
who wrote that certificate did not know 
what Mr. Rice died of. There is not a word 
in that telegram about Patrick having 
charge of Mr. Rice’s property. 

“The cremation was set for Tuesday 
morning, and this telegram says, ‘ Mr. 
Rice will be interred on Thursday at Wau- 
kesha, Wis.’ Picture to yourself how safe 
it would be if all these relatives of Mr. 
Rice could have been shipped to Wisconsin 
while his body is burning at Fresh Pond,

Mr. Osborne then took up Patrick's at- 
tempt to have Mr. Rice’s body cremated. 
As a preparation for this, he said an al- 
leged letter of Mr. Rice had been produced 
which instead of appearing to have been 
written by Mr. Rice to his confidential ad- 
yiser, bore all the marks of forgery. It 
was entitled, ‘‘concerning the matter of 
cremation,’’ a form of expression, said Mr. 
Osborne, no one but a lawyer would use, 
and further along said, “as to funeral,” 
another legal phrase. 

‘Just as soon,’” said Mr. Osborne, “ as 
the undertaker told Patrick that the body

While these accusations were being made 
Patrick sat a few feet from Mr. Osborne, 
watching him closely and listening intently. 
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There was aboslute silence in the courtroom 
except for the words of the Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney, and Lhe only motion was the 
nervous rocking of Patrick in his chair. The 
prisoner was never still for a moment. At 
times his face flushed as Mr. Osborne sud- 
denly made some unexpected statement, 
and then Patrick would lean over and whis- 
per to his counsel. He stroked his beard a 
thousand times during the day, took off his 
glasses and polished them, but always re- 
turned to the steady rocking of his chair, 
which was his only sign of agitation. 
THE RICE WILLS. 

The legal points regarding the alleged 
forged will, “‘the Patrick will,’ and the 
genuine will of Mr. Rice, dated 1894, were 
explained by Mr. Osborne, who stated that 
it was absolutely essential in Patrick's 
scheme to préserve the latter because in the 
event of its destruction the next of kin 
would be the heirs-at-law if the Patrick 
will were overthrown. Under the will of 
1896 only one-fifteenth of Mr. Rice's estate 
was left to the relatives, the balance going 
to the William M. Rice Institute in Texas. 
3ut in the will which is claimed to be a 
forgery every one of the relatives receives 
a larger legacy than in the will of 1806, anc 
thus, declared Mr. Osborne, their self-in- 
terest Was appealed to to support the Pat- 
rick will. 

Not only that, said Mr. Osborne, but other 
people whom it was desirable to placate had 
been taken care of in this alleged forged 
testament of Mr. Rice, including Wether- 
bee, one of the witnesses to the genuine 
will, and people about Mr. Rice whose tes- 
timony in favor of Patrick would be valua- 
ble. Everybody, said Mr. Osborne, who was 
in a position to make trouble was made to 
favor the last will by a legacy. : 

Even the William M. Rice Institute, which 
was being defrauded of its great inheritance 
by the alleged forged will, was given by it 
a legacy of $250,000, but this, as Mr. Os- 
borne pointed out, was on the condition that 
the institute “had not already got that 
much money,” when, as a matter of fact, it 
had got more than a million. 

**Every man in the world familiar with 
Mr. Rice’s handwriting,’ said Mr. Osborne, 
** gets a legacy, and every relative. Patrick 
put it up to every one of them. Patrick in 
all this business had as his motto, what he 
told Jones, that ‘every man has his price.’

Mothers and Children Locked fof 
Hours in Cold Ambulance. 


The Driver Found After Dark Asleep, 
Helpless, and the Police Say, In- 
toxicated, While His Vic- 

¢ tims Weep.

One way to deal with smallpox patients 
was invented by Michael Kelly in Hudson 
County, N. J., yesterday afternoon. His 
way of doing things was to drive several 
patients around the streets for hours while 
he satisfied his desire for drink. 

Kelly is the driver of the contagious dis- 
ease ambulance. The one used by Hudson 
County is an old coach which has been fit- 
ted up for its present purpose. Kelly in the 
afternoon was sent to 515 John Street, West 
Hoboken. The patients were Mrs. Schaef- 
fer and her two children and Mrs. Nolan 
and her two little ones. They were placed 
in the coach and the door locked, and Kelly 
started on the long drive from North Hud- 
son out on the meadows to the hospital at 
Snake Hill. It was 3:30 o’clock when Kelly 
started. He should have been at Snake 
Hill by 5:30 o'clock at the latest. He did 
not reach it, and by 6:30 o’clock the health 
authorities were telephoning all over the 
county for some trace of him and the six 
patients. It was nearly 8 before the au- 
thorities knew what had happened and 
after 9 o'clock before the patients were 
safely housed. . 

Where Kelly went is not yet known. It 
was about 7:30 or a little later last night 
when William Shepard of 79 Hutton Street, 
Jersey City Heights, while walking along 
Hutton Street say the ambulance standing 
at che corner of Cambridge Avenue. Know- 
ing what the vehicle was and wondering 
what it was doing in that neighborhood 
Shepard, who is immune, went up to ask 
Kelly where he was bound, and who had 
smallpox in the neighborhood, He found 
Kelly fast asleep and snoring. The weep- 
ing of the women and children was heard

There was some trouble in getting a 
driver for the ambulance but Daniel Tier- 
ney, an immune, was finally locate and 
started for the Snake Hill Hospital. 


SMALLPOX ON STATEN ISLAND. 


Two cases of smallpox have developed on 
Staten Island. One of them is being treated 
in a tent on the lawn of the S. R. Smith 
Infirmary, at New Brighton. The patient 
can hardly live. It is impossible to move 
her to North Brother Island. This patient 
is Margaret Ferrie of Tompkinsville. On 
Monday last she was taken to the infirm- 
ary suffering from appendicitis. She was 
operated upon on Tuesday, and a few hours 
later it was found that she was suffering 
from smallpox. Two nurses and a doctor 
have been assigned to care for the girl. 

The second patient had some peculiar ex- 
periences. He is Thomas O'Neill of Sailors’ 
Snug Harbor. He is now at North Brother 
Island, but when the authorities first tried 
to remove him the owners of all the piers 
along the north shore refused to allow 
their use, and the ambulance had to be 
driven several miles to the pier at the 
Quarantine boarding station, where the de- 
partment steamboat took the patient on 
board. 


Three New Smallpox Cases Here. 
The Health Board yesterday reported 
three new cases of smallpox in Manhattan. 
One patient is Michael J. Kirby, manager 
of the Barrett House, Sixth Avenue and 
Thirty-eighth Street. All the cases were re- 
moved to North Brother Island. 


DEMOCRATS ARE FOND 
OF ANTI-IMPERIALISM. 


Senators and Congressmen Make 


Speeches About It at Every 
Opportunity. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—The anti-im- 
perialistic propaganda is on at both ends 
of the Capitol. Apparently the Democrats 
in Congress fancy they are shaping the 
absorbing issue of the next Congressional 
campaign and maybe of the next Presi- 
dential campaign. It seems to be the gen- 
eral impression with those who have 
watched the Congressional proceedings this 
session that the minority is interested in 
practically nothing but anti-imperialism, 

They have been talking it in the House 
for the last three days, while the Urgent 
Deficiency bill has been under considera- 
tion. It seemed at one time as though 
every Democrat in the House was bound to 
make an anti-imperialistic speech during 
the pendency of this bill. If the gallery 
comment on this outpouring of oratory is 
a criterion by which to judge of its effects 
upon the country, the Democrats have lost 
rather than gained by the attitude in which 
they have placed themselves with refernce 
to the Philippine questions. Republican 
Representatives, of course, share in the 
gallery judgment. They say the Demo- 
crats never will get back into politics until 
they come abreast of the times. 

Over in the Senate the same disposition is 
manifested by the Democrats to stand by 
anti-iznperialism. Every Democratic Sen- 
ator may be said to have a sort of political 
corn lebeled “ anti-imperialism.’’ He likes 
Senators of the opposition to tread upon it 
so that he may be able to give voice to his 
sentiments. Almost every day some Senator 
has his corn stepped upon, and lets the 
Senate know it. Next week there probably 
will be a long string of anti-imperialistic 
speeches during the discussion of the Phil- 
ippine tariff. These speeches will be in 
support of the bill reported by the minority 
of the Philippines Committee. The bill pro- 
vides: 

“That the United States shall continue 
to occupy said archipelago (the hes ee 
until the people thereof have established a 
stable Government, and_ until sufficient 
guarantees have been obtained for the 
verformance of our treaty obligations with 
Spain for the safety of those inhabitants 
who have adhered to the United States and 
for the maintenance and protection of all 
rights which have accrued under their au- 
thority. 

“That as soon as these results have been 
accomplished it is declared to be the pur- 
pose of the United States, which the Presi- 
dent is directed to carry into effect, to 
withdraw from said islands and leave the 
government, control, and sovereignty there- 
of to the inhabitants of the same, retaining 
only such military, naval, and coaling sta- 
tions as may be designated by the Gov- 
ernment of the United States."’ 
Another section provides that during the 
‘“*temporary occupation’’ of the islands 
trade between the Philippines and the 
United States shall be free, but that when 
the United States withdraws from the isl- 
ands the Dingley rates shall apply to all 
goods coming here from the Philippines. 
The indications are that this is to be the 
piéce de resistance in Democratic platforms 
next Fall. Republican Congressmen say 
they trust they will not have to confront 
any more embarrassing proposition. 

Jury Duty for Non-Voting Citizens.

ALBANY, N. Y., Jan, 23.—The Assembly 
Committee en Codes to-day favorably re- 


orted the bill introduced by Assemblyman 
Finch, which provides that the Commis- 
sioner of Jurors shall draw first for jury 
service citizens who have not registered to 
vote at a regular election. It is said that 
there is a large number of citizens in New 
York City who do not register, with the 
purpose of thus escaping jury duty. They 
are usually men of the so-called better 
class of citizens.

MYSTERY 
AT WHITE PLAINS 


Woman Slain: Within 300 Feet of 
Her Home. 


Body Discovered After an All-Night 
Search Through the Woods—Daugh- 
ter Furnishes a Possible Clue. 


Special to The New York Times. 


WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Jan. 23.—The 
town here was thoroughly aroused to-day 
over a murder which was discovered short- 
ly after noon, when the body of Mrs. 
Isabella Allen, forty-four years old and the 
mother of five children, was found with 
the skull crushed beside the roadway in 
Cottage Avenue, not 300 feet from the door 
ot her own home. The finding of the body 
was accidental, and came after an all-night 
hunt by the police and the distracted hus- 
band of the murdered woman through the 
fields and the neighboring woods. The 
police have under suspicion an Italian 
whose identity is not known, but have been 
unable to locate him. 

As near as can be ascertained at present, 
the murder must have taken place between 
6 and 7 o'clock last evening, while the 
woman, on her way home from work, 
turned the last corner which brought her 
within sight of the lights of her home. The 
body showed evidence of having been out 
doors all night. It was frozen stiff. It 
was lying hard against a field stone wall 
surrounding a pasture, within fifteen feet 
of the roadway and within thirty feet of 
the sidewalk on the opposite side of the 


Street. Hundreds of people must have 

passed it between daybreak and the time 

when it was discovered. On the opposite 

side of the fence lay her pocketbood, empty, 

7 a shopping bag, which had been 
ed. 

Eugene W. Harders, a driver of Grocer 
M. M. Moger’s delivery wagon, was the 
person who discovered the pody. He was 
driving along Cottage Street when his horse 
shied, and looking around he noticed the 
woman's huddled form, and descended from 
his wagon to investigate. : 

Harders saw at a glance that a murder 
had been committed, and he called upon 
F. D. Rades, who was passing. 

Rades at once called up Police Headquar- 
ters on a telephone, and Chief Carpenter 
with Detectives Fee and Cullen arrived on 
the scene. A hasty examination showed 
a cut over the left eye as if made with 
some sharp instrument. August Sonberg 
ot 7 Cottage Street, almost directly opposite 
the spot, was the first to identify the body 
positively as that of the woman for whom 
search had been made all night. Coroner 
Russell of Tarrytown was notified and 
had thg body removed to an undertaking 
establishNment at 65 Railroad Avenue. 

Chief of Police Carpenter at once visited 
the home of the Allens, 39 Cottage Street, 
und interviewed the family, where he 
learned the following facts: 

Mrs. Allen lived with her husband and 
their five children, Miss Isabella Allen, 
twenty-one years old, and four boys rang- 
ing in age from four to fourteen years. 
Mr. and Mrs. Allen were Spaniards. 
They were married at Gibraltar twenty-two 
years ago, and until recently lived in Union- 
ville. In August last they came here to live, 
Allen's trade being that of a gardener and 
a mason. He found occasional work in the 
neighborhood as a gardener. Recently he 
became ill, and Mrs. Allen began to work 
in order to support the family. When last 
seen alive, as far as is known at present, 
she was leaving the house of Mrs. Leggo of 
54 Mamaroneck Avenue, where she called 
Wednesdays to do housework. This was 
about 6 o'clock. 

When the woman left her home yesterday 
morning to go to work she seemed to have 
a presentiment of her fate. She said that 
she always feared coming home along the 
lonely road when it was dark. Usually 
one of her little boys called for her and 
escorted her home, but that was impossible 
last night. When his wife did not reach 
home at a reasonable hour Allen went to 
the home of Mrs. Leggo and was told that 
Mrs. Allen had gone. 

Upon returning to his own home he found 
that she had not yet come back, and at 8:30 
o'clock he notified the police. Every pos- 
sible place which the woman could have 
visited was sought in the hope of securing 
a trace of her, and then the neighboring 
fields and lots and woods were searched. 

Chief Carpenter was informed by Isabella 
Allen that on a number of occasions she 
has been annoyed by an Italian, who insist- 
ed on thrusting his attentions on her. The 
fellow, she declared, often seemed to wait 
for her homecoming at night to try to 
speak to her, and when each time she 
declined he grew angry, and on one occa- 
sion departed shaking his fist at her. The 
man is described as being tall and good- 
looking, with a dark mustache, and well 
dressed. Miss Allen was unable to say 
whether or not her mother had been simil- 
arly annoyed by the Italian. 

In the hope of identifying her annoyer, 
the police took the young woman to the 
Roma Hotel, at the corner of Lake Street 
and Harrison Street, where a number of 
Italians were congregated, but she did not 
see among them the man she sought. 

Chief Carpenter said that the amount of 
money taken from the woman was insig- 
nificant. She had $2 when she left home 
that morning, and added to this was $1.10, 
which had been given her for #her day’s 
work at Mrs. Leggo’s. In the shopping 
bag, which had been rifled, the dead wo- 
man had a caul, which she always wore, 
since it was given to her on her wedding 
day by a ship’s Captain. 

Immediately after their marriage the 
couple were to sail for America and the 
Captain presented the caul as a mascot 
against drowning. The priest who per- 
formed the marriage ceremony blessed the 
caul. Mrs. Allen was never without it, and 
the murderer is supposed to have thought 
the thing something valuable. 


SPIRITS FROM SUGAR BY-PRODUCT. 


Profitable Process for Utilizing Hydrol 
to be Adopted by Refiners. 
PEORIA, Ill, Jan. 23.—The Cereal Sugar 
Company of Peoria, through an old Ger- 
man vinegar maker, has discovered a pro- 
cess whereby one gallon of hydrol, a by- 
product in the refining of sugar, can be 
manufactured into one gallon of excellent 
crude spirits and about three gallons of 


good vinegar. The discovery has aroused 
much interest among the sugar makers and 
distillers. 

The commercial value of hydrol 
cents per gallon. One gallon of crude 
spirits is worth $1.32 on the market. There 
is a tax of $1.10 per gallon on it, and the 
cost of producing is about 8 cents per gal- 
lon, leaving a profit of 19 cents per gallon, 
aside from the value of the vinegar, as 
against a profit of 7 cents on the hydrol. 
The Cereal Sugar Company will put in a 
still and secure patents covering the dis- 
covery and begin the manufacture of crude 
spirits at once, 


DETECTIVE DIES SUDDENLY. 


John J. Sweeney of Old Slip Station 
Stricken with Heart Disease in 
the Street. 


Detective Sergeant John J. Sweeney died 
suddenly on the street yesterday evening 
within a stone's throw of his station house. 
In company with his friend Detective Ser- 
geant John J. Turley of the Old Slip Sta- 
tion House, to which precinct both men 
were assigned recently, he started for a 
short walk about 7 o'clock. They had gone 
as far as the corner of Water Street when 
Sweeney stopped to tie his shoe strings. 
He said to Turley: “* Wait a minute, John, 
ond I'll catch you. My boot lace is un- 
tied.”’ 

Turley went ahead to the Hanover Square 
Station of the elevated road, and waited 
for a few minutes for Sweeney. As he 
did not appear, Turley went back and 
found his friend yang prostrate on_ the 
sidewalk in front of 8 Old Slip. Two police- 
men, who were near at hand, helped Tur- 
ley to carry Sweeney to the station house, 
and a call was sent to Hudson Street Hos- 
pital for the ambulance. Dr. Old responded, 
and pronounced Sweeney dead. e said 
that death was probably due to heart dis- 
ease, and had been instantaneous.

He is at present Eastern 
Freight Traffic Manager of the Erie. His 
appointment is beliéved by railroad men to 
mean a reduction of the sphere of authority 
of G. M. Cumming, First Vice President of 
the Eric, in charge of traffic, about whose 
possible resignation there have been per- 
sistent rumors for some weeks. 


Canadian Pacific to Build Big Shops.

MONTREAL, Jan, 23.—The Canadian Pa- 
cific Railroad has completed arrangements 
for building immense locomotive and car 
works in the east end of Montreal.

IRISH DEBATE IN PARLIAMENT. 


LONDON, Jan. 24.—The debate on the 
address in reply to the speech from the 
throne was resumed in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday by John E. Redmond, the 
Irish Nationalist leader, who moved an 
amendment raising the whole question of 
Irish grievances. 

Mr. Redmond declared that, instead of 
remedying admitted wrongs, the Govern- 
ment had fallen back on the old methods 
of coercion. The Irish people would yet 
teach Mr. Wyndham, the Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, to repent his rash refusal to 


grant the reasonable demands of Ireland in 
regard to the compulsory sale and pur- 
ekase of land. There was no country in the 
wis where crime was less frequent than 
in Ireland. Yet the Coercion act had been 
resurrected after a decade, and had been 
ruthlessly applied to scores of persons, in- 
cluding members of the House of Com- 
mons, who had been unjustifiably impris- 
oned. Furthermore, trial by jury had been 
abolished. The whole intellect of Ireland 
was against the Government, and in such 
circumstances resistance to the Govern- 
ment was a duty, and rebellion became 
merely a question of expediency. Deum 
a hundred years had passed since the 
union, English rule of Ireland still rested 
upon force and corruption, and the Irish 
would never be well affected until they 
were masters of their own country. 

John P. Hayden, Irish Nationalist, sec- 
onded the amendment. 

Replying to Mr. Redmond, Mr. Wyndham 
declared that no Government expected to 
settle the Irish question, but only hoped 
to do a Httle toward improving it, and that 
the land act of 1881 was too drastic a 
measure, having produced a litigious war, 
which had ruined many people. The Chief 
Secretary added that the strongest argu- 
ment against introducing compulsion into 
the purchase and sale of land was that 
such action would provoke every landlord 
and every tenant to fight from court to 
court on every disputable point. He re- 
iterated his conviction that the power of 
the United Irish League was declining; that 
it had only seventy-four branches, and 
that it was having a prejudicial effect upon 
economics. The present agitation, de- 
clared Mr. Wyndham, was the work of a 
few determined persons, and no man who 
was not a cur would hesitate to take such 
steps as were open to him to suppress this 
wretched form of bullying the Government. 
Mr. Wyndham said he was determined, 
while dealing justly with Ireland, to fight 
for liberty and the protection of property. 

At the close of . Wyndham’s remarks 
the House adjourned.

Bishop Brent, the first speaker, com- 
mented upon reports that 70 per cent. of 


the Philippine Islanders are now under civil 
rule, saying: 

“I venture to assert that the day is not 
far distant when the whole group will be 
enjoying civil rule. I go there as an Amer- 
ican. Because I am a Bishop I am none the 
less an American citizen, but all the more, 
{Applause.} If I am the less partisan, I 
shall be the more compelled to spiritually 
discern and discharge tMe highest duties 
of American citizenship." 

R. Fulton Cutting described democracy 
as one of the fruits of organized Christian- 
ity, being founded upon the eminently 
Christian doctrine of the essential worth 
and right of the individual.

‘LOUISIANA PRODUCERS’

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—The Louisiana 
cane sugar men made their protest to-day 
against Cuban reciprocity. They told the 
Ways and Means Committee a story similar 
to that which had been told the day before 
by the beet sugar men.

Secretary Root Urges that Islanders

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Secretary Root 
appeared before the“House Insular Affairs 
Committee to-day to urge the enactment of 
a homestead law for the Philippine Isiands.

He thought a homestead law should be 
passed to permit the natives to make en- 
try of 100 acres of land as the maximum, 
the local government to fix the minimum. 
He also urged the repeal of the Spooner 
amendment prohibiting the cutting of tim- 
ber and the granting of franchises. He said 
that industry in the islands should be pro- 
moted, not prevented, The islands needed 
railroads to develop their abundant re- 
sources of timber, coal, and other minerals. 


ANTI-ANARCHY BILL READY. 
Death Penalty for Assailant of Any 
One in Line for Presidency. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—The details of a 
bill restricting anarchy and Anarchists 
were practically determined upon to-day by 
a special committee of members of the 
House Judiciary Committee. The measure 
will provide the death penalty for an at- 
ttempt to kill or assault the President or 
any one in line of succession for the Presi- 
dency. An accessory before the fact is to 
be treated as a principal, and an accessory 
after the fact will be punishable in a less 

degree than a principal. 

Any person who counsels, advises, or ad- 
vocates the assaulting or killing of any of- 
ficer of the United States shall be fined or 
imprisoned. No alien who advocates an 
overthrow of organized Government, or 
who is affiliated with an organization hold- 
ing such views, is to be admitted to this 
country. Provision is made for the punish- 
ment of those conspiring in this country 
against a foreign ruler. The special com- 
mittee probably will report to the Judiciary 
Committee within the next few days, and a 
report to the House is expected soon there- 
after. 


AGAINST IMITATION BUTTER. 


Report of Committee Favors Strength- 
ening the Original Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Friends of the 
bill for rigid restrictions on oleomargarine

THE POLITICIANS’ PUZZLE. 

The statesmen who, in committee, lis- 
tened to the arguments submitted on 
Wednesday against the Governor's 
scheme to do away with the local boards 
ef the State Hospitals for the Insane 
Were a sorely puzzled lot. They could not 
understand why the large number of men 
and women engaged in this work should 
object to having an unpaid job taken 
away from them. 

Of course, the first natural inference to 
the minds of the politicians was, that 
these men and women, while pretending 
te work solely fer the good of the unfor- 
tunate inmates of the hospitals and from 
a disinterested desire that the State 
should act wisely and well in its treat- 


ment of this class, were in reality “ work- 
ing for their own pockets.”

On what motive known to the 
psychology of politics could men dislike 
to give up a place unless “there was 
something in it for them”? 

The representative of persons who are 
affected by the scheme explained that 
this was so far from being a true ex- 
planation of their motives that every one 
of them would be willing to resign his or 
her place, if the bill were defeated, and 
leave to the Governor the choice of a suc- 
cessor. All that they really desired was 
that the State should not be deprived of 
the aid and co-operation of men and 
women of intelligence and philanthropy 
in the care of the insane. They were will- 
ing to trust to the Governor, under his 
official responsibility, the selection of 
persons of this type other than them- 
selves. We fear the offer did not greatly 
appeal to the politicians. It was rational 
and conclusive to minds of ordinary sense 
and good faith.

This is advocated 
by some of the strongest railroad men 
in the country. The commission treats 
combinations. solely, or chiefly, from the 
point of view of competition. But it is 
extremely unlikely that the Government 
can, by any means at its command, se- 
It can secure equality 
and publicity of rates. With this ac- 
complished, the question of high and 
low rates could probably be left to the 
intelligent interest of the owners and 
managers of the roads. The only possi- 
ble way in which great investments in 
transportation can be made profitable is 
through the increase in the volume and 
variety of business, and this can only be 
secured through the lowest practicable 
rates. The old idea of wealth in monop- 
oly by means of high charges is being 
pretty rapidly and steadily discredited 
and abandoned. The most enlightened 
minds engaged in any of the lines of 
larger enterprise are convinced that suc- 
cess lies in securing the greatest possible 
traffic, and that this can be done only 
by such low rates as will stimulate traf- 
fic. With an effectual supervision by 
the Government, directed to the enforce-

THE COST OF LIVING. 

In an address lately delivered before 
the Railroad Branch of the Young Men's 
Christian Association Mr. ANDREW CAR- 
NEGIE said a great many practical and 
sensible things which doubtless gave 
his hearers much pleasure. He also 
said some things which have set them 
thinking, and which have given rise to 
much discussion. For example: “It is 
one of the most cheering facts of our day 
that under present conditions the wages 
of labor tend to rise and the prices of 
the necessities of life tend to fall.” 
Whether this is true or not is a question 
of interest to every one who lives by 
the fruits of his labor, in whatever form 
he is compensated. 

As Mr. CARNEGIE said it, and probably 
meant it, his statement is quite true. If 
is a broad generalization, without dates. 
The periods of the comparison may be 
assumed as ten, fifty, or a hundred years 
apart. Read literally, and giving the 
terms “our day” and “ present condi- 
tions’’ the meaning which usually at- 
the statement is not 
true. Figures very carefully compiled 
for Dun’s Review show that during 1901 
the cost of living in this country in- 
creased with remarkable rapidity; that 
such increase has been going on since 
July, 1897, the lowest level of 
prices in some fourteen years was 
reached, and that the net average in- 
crease in the cost of living is greater 
than any advance claimed in average 
wages during this period. Comparing 
prices of the necessaries of life on Jan. 
1, 1902, and July 1, 1897, it is found that 
the average advance is nearly 40 per 
cent. That the average wage has in- 
creased 40 per cent. during this period 
is scarcely probable. 

From the tables referred to some in- 
structive comparisons may be drawn. 
The fairest way to determine the cost of 


when 


living from the range of prices for such 
commodities as are the essentials of in- 
dividual and family consumption is to 
find the figure representing the money 
value of the average per capita con- 
sumption. From this point of view it is 
not particularly instructive, for example, 
to know that the average price of wheat 
per bushel was so many cents higher or 
lower in one year than another, but with 
the per capita consumption of wheat 
known, a variation of a dollar or two 
dollars in the cost of this quantity en- 
ables one to know exactly what the 
average wheat consumption of the aver- 
age man cost him in ore year as com- 
pared with another. The figures in the 
folloying table deal with the unit of the 
average per capita consumption, ex- 
pressed in values:

In the above table breadstuffs include 
wheat, corn, oats, rye, barley, beans, and 
peas.. Meat includes lard and tallow. 
Dairy and garden products include, be- 
sides the usual vegetables of ordinary 
consumption, milk, eggs, and fruit. The 
other specific items are self-explanatory. 
Miscellaneous includes a large variety of 
articles of universal consumption which 
enter into the cost of living for the aver- 
age family, and of which the per capita 
consumption is measurably constant. 

The present advantage of the working- 
man is not expressed so much in an in- 
crease of average Wage proportionate to 
the increased cost of living as in the fact 
that a very much larger proportion of 
those who want work have it continu- 
ously and that the number of those in- 
voluntarily idle is reduced to a minimum. 
The rate of wages is a matter of very 
little concern if there is no work to be 
had; and for the same reason it makes 
very little difference to the idle man 
without support outside of 
charity whether the cost of living based 
upon the per capita consumption of the 
necessaries is more or less. It goes with- 
out saying that the wage earner is bet- 
ter off in prosperous times than in times 
of depression, but it does not follow that 
this is because wages are higher and 
the cost of living lower, as Mr. CARNEGIE 
puts it, but is plenty, 
wages regular and sufficient for com- 
fortable support, and the general situa- 
tion favorable for all who desire to be 
self-supporting and self-respecting. In- 
spiring suggestions are extremely bene- 
ficial, provided, of course, they do not 
set the wage earner to thinking that 
somehow they do not exactly tally with 
his experience. When they appear to do 
so he naturally distrusts them as part of 
a very agreeable but not especially in- 
structive “jolly.” The fact that Mr. 
CARNEGIE is naturally something of a 
humorist should make him especially 
careful in guarding his statements 
against possible misconstruction. He 
perhaps: forgot this when he told the 
railroad men that “under present con- 
ditions "" the prices of the necessities of 
life ‘tend to fall,” when, in point of 
fact, they show no such tendency.

THE ZOSSEN SPEED TRIALS. 

Recent information as to the status of 
the experiments on the Berlin-Zossen 
railway, by which it was expected to 
demonstrate the practicability of speeds 
of 100 to 125 miles an hour for passen- 
ger trains, show that they have led just 
where it might have been expected they 
would. The maximum speed attained was 
about 109 miles an hour. It was shown 
that a considerably higher speed than 
this was possible when all the conditions 
were right, but the imperfections of the

roadbed fixed the limit beyond which it 
would be extremely dangerous to run 
trains. Even at a speed of 100 miles an 
hour the defects of the permanent way 
were greatly magnified, and it was 
deemed prudent to suspend further trials 
until the roadbed could be put in perfect 
order. Such a road as is needed for 
trains running at speeds of a hundred 
miles or more is perfectly possible of 
construction, but it will be found ex- 
tremely costly both to build and to main- 
tain, and it is doubtful if such a road 
will be built by any other process than 
that of gradual evolution. The electrical 
problems of high speeds are already 
solved. When the demand is great enough 
to warrant the railroads in providing one- 
hundred-mile-an-hour trains and charg- 
ing the fares which would be compensa- 
tory in view of the wear and tear of such 
service, the facilities can be provided, 
and the beginning will be made by build- 
ing roadbed and rolling stock very much 
better than they are now built or now 
need to be built. The electric motors will 
be ready as soon as they are needed. The 
dangers of high speeds are probabjy no 
greater than those of relatively low 
speeds if everything is prepared for 
them; but any attempt to maintain very 
high speeds on inferior roadbeds and 
with rolling stock unequal to the strain 
upon it must be instructively disastrous, 

Without adding much to the sum of 
human knowledge the Zossen experi- 
ments have not been without value. They 
have served to impress upon the minds of 
electrical engineers the fact that there 
are a good many factors in the equation 
of very high speeds in train movement 
besides the form of the motor; also, that 
to lighten the motor car will not correct 
the defects of a bad track. In a word, 
the electrical engineer has already out- 
stripped the civil engineer—probably be- 
cause the limitations which restrain the 
latter are sharper and more pronounced 
than those of which the former has yet 
been made conscious. The capital to 
build a motor which will propel a vehicle 
at lightning speed is very much more 
easily had than that which will providé 
and maintain the roadway upon which 
it can be safely run. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 

——-In his report for December Major W. 
C. Goraas, Chief Sanitary Officer of Ha- 
vana, makes a truly remarkable showing 
in the way of results achieved, and he does 
not even pretend to conceal the honest 
pride he feels in‘ what he and his fellow- 
laborers have done for the Cuban capital. 
The death rate for the month was 20.47, 
ranking Havana in the class of the world’s 
healthy cities, and the total number of 
deaths was 463, as against a minimum of 
517 and a maximum of 1,900 for the month 
in the last nine years of Spanish rule. 
Major GorGcas manifests greatest satisfac- 
tion, however, when he says that Havana 
has not had a case of smallpox since July, 
1900, and none of yellow fever since Sept. 
28, 1901. Not for a hundred years before 
has the city passed three consecutive months 
without sacrificing a single victim to the 
terrible ‘‘ vomito,’”’ and the Major boldly 
ventures the prophecy that “ yellow fever 
has been rooted out of Havana."’ In the 
previous eleven ‘years—including two under 
American rule—the December minimum of 
fever cases has been 8, the maximum 147, 
and the average 29.90. Here is the ex- 
planation: ‘1901 is the only year in which 
any attention has been paid to mosquitos 
in connection with yellow fever. In the 
two preceding years of American occupa- 
tion, 1899 and 1900, every means known toa 
science, and which money could command, 
backed by unlimited military authority, 
was used to destroy fomites, on the theory 
that fomites were the means of propagat- 
ing yellow fever. In 1901 the same efforts 
were directed to the destruction of mos- 
quitos, on the theory that the mosquito is 
the only means of propagating this dis- 
ease, and the hygiene of yellow fever was 
carried out from this point of view, the ef- 
fort to destroy fomites having been entirely 
laid aside. These are the facts in the case, 
and I leave the department commander to 
draw his own conclusions therefrom.”” The 
work of mosquito destruction has now been 
so well systematized that the men engaged 
in it are divided into two corps—the 
*“* Stegomyia Brigade,’’ which operates with. 
in the city limits, and the ‘‘ Anopheles Bri- 
gade,”’ for service in the suburbs, the two 
dangerous varieties of the insect being 
thus distributed.

—RMuch has been said about the unwar- 
rantable lengths to which lawyers go in 
the cross-examination of innocent and 
helpless citizens submitted to their inter- 
rogatories, but greater cruelty of this sort 
was probably never shown than in the case 
of the talesman whom PaATRICK’s counsel 
forced on Tuesday to admit that, in dis- 
cussing the Rice murder with the customers 
who entered his cigar store, he had always 
expressed opinions in harmony with those 
of the customers. This is a trade secret, 
often suspected but never before openly 
revealed, and poor Mr. WAuUTER C. BrusH 
of 200 Eighth Avenue, from whom the 
dreadful confession was extorted, can well 
complain ‘hat he did not recetve proper 
protection from the court. The future 
stretches before him dismal and hopeless. 
He can work his harmless wile no more, 
popularity and increased custom therewith 
can no longer be cheaply secured, and—but 
it is all too awful for prolonged considera- 
tion. Better far to weep in silence with 
Mr. BrusH, who is undone, undone. 


— -That March 4 is a date considerably 
too early in the year to be suitable, even 
{in a city so well to the south as Washing- 
ton, for such a ceremony as the inaugura- 
tion ef a President, has been generally 
recognized almost since the beginning of 
our National history. Our Constitution, 
however, has the faults of its merits, in- 
cluding the one that minor changes in it, 
though everybody agrees upon their pro- 
priety, involve going through very trouble- 
some and time-consuming formalities, and 
therefore are likely to remain long unmade. 
So the ill-selected date has been allowed to 
stand, and the boisterous weather of early 
March has continued to work havoc among 
the thousands needlessly exposed to it. But 
at last a really determined effort to defer 
the inauguration until April 30 has begun. 
The committee in charge of President Mc- 
KinLeEy's last inauguration formally re- 
quested the District Commissioners to take 
the matter up and to form a National Com- 
mittee of eminent men, including the Goy- 
ernor of every State, to influence Congress 
to pass an enabling act for an amendment 
to the Constitution. This has been done, 
and of the many replies received by the 
Commissioners to requests for co-operation, 
all have been favorable to the plan, and it 
is hoped that Congress will také action on 
the subject before the close of the present 
session. The date April 30 seems to meet 
with entire approval, it being one when 
the weather in Washington is almost sure 
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to be pleasant, and it has historical asso- 
ciation as well, since it was the date of 
Washington's first inauguration. The 
change will, of course, affect long-estab- 
lished habits and arrangements in every 
part of the Union, but the temporary trou- 
ble thus caused, though so widespread, is 
of no real consequence anywhere, and, once 
over, each American citizen will be what 
the insurance companies call a “ better 
risk."" For we all intend, or at least hope, 
to witness a Presidential inauguration some 
time or other, and it is materially safer 
to do it at the end of April than at the be- 
ginning of March. 


—wWe notice with real and considerable 
disquietude that our neighbor, The Sun, 
has propounded a problem for which it has 
no solution ready. ‘‘ What was it,” our 
neighbor asks, after a few feeling remarks 
about the tears shed by Mr. RICHARD 
CROKER while bidding a long farewell to 
his friends, ‘‘what was it, in mind or 
make-up, that made him a master of fol- 
lowers such as we believe is absolutely 
without parallel in American politics?” 
There is such a vagueness of phrasing in 
this question, and at least one of the words 
is so unhappily chosen, that one should 
have been prepared, perhaps, for what fol- 
lows—‘* We confess that it always has been 
a little beyond our understanding.” Alas, 
the preparation was not sufficient, and we, 
in turn, confess that we found The Sun's 
confession startling—yes, shocking. In the 
first place, it has not been the habit of The 
Sun to admit its inability to solve any mys- 
tery whatever; indeed, we venture the as- 
sertion that never before did it evidence 
any such—what shall we say?—modesty?— 
weakness? We remember well the persist- 
ence and the courage with which our 
neighbor has tackled every conceivable 
subject, and if not exactly settled it, at 
least provided something that had all the 
outward semblance of a settlement. That 
was as should be. It helped the rest of us 
to maintain our claim to universal knowl- 
edge, and to keep the general public in a 
state of proper subjection and reverence. 
But now! The Sun has confessed its pow- 
erlessness to understand Mr. CROKER, and 
who can tell what will happen next? There 
was no harm in asking the question, but it 
ought to have been answered—wisely and 
accurately if possible, but certainly an- 
swered. By abandoning its proud position 
of knowing it all, The Sun has not only 
thrown ashes on its own record, but it has 
shaken the very foundation of journalism. 
The next thing it will be confessing, when 
caught in a mistake, that something besides 
a momentary inattention or the proofreader 
was to blame, and that the something was— 
oh! the pain of writing it!—just plain igno- 
rance of the kind so often shown by people 
not in the newspaper business. Then will 
all editors turn and rend The Sun—and be 
fully justified, too. 


—-Strange stories are going about in re- 
gard to some of the damage claims that 
have been ‘settled out of court” since 
the accident in the New York Central 
tunnel. 'Tis said that certain occupants 
of the smoking car on the New Haven 
train—where games of whist went on for 
several moments after the collision—had 
the presence of mind to be_ severely 
“ shocked’ by the lively jolt which the 
car undoubtedly received. As a result of 
having their nerves in this delicate state 
of equilibrium, these persons, according to 
rumor, have been able to divide with enter- 
prising and persuasive lawyers sums of 
railroad money which, while not at all 
gaudy, are still extremely neat and of real 
use at this stage of the Winter. The truth 
of these yarns we have no means of con- 
firming, but perhaps they are accurate, for 
with proper care ‘‘damages'"’ can be se- 
cured for almost anything.

—had fallen. Another interesting tale is 
to the effect that a Missouri woman once 
wanted compensation from a railroad be- 
cause, having been carried by her station 
and then allowed to alight on the open 
prairie, she was chased by a bull while 
walking back, and injured her health in 
outrunning him. Whether she won or lost 
the suit is not recorded.

SENATOR | 70 SHORTEN THE WORKDAY. 


MR. DRYDEN 
New Jersey Republicans’ Choice to 
Succeed Gen. Sewell. 


The Man Who Will Enter the United 
States Senate Is from Newark, and 
President of the Prudential In- 
surance Company. 


TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 23.—The Repub- 
lican caucus to name a candidate for 
United States Senator to be supported dur- 
ing the present session of the Legislature 
to succeed the late Gen. Sewell selected 
on the nineteenth ballot John F. Dryden 
of Newark, President of the Prudential 
Insurance Comp: ny. Mr. Dryden received 
exactly the necessary thirty-two votes. 

Mr. Dryden's principal rivals in the con- 
test were State Senator Stokes of Cumber- 
land County and ex-United States Attorney 
General John W. Griggs. Congressman 
Gardner, ex-Sheriff David Baird of Cam- 
den, and Barker Gummere of Mercer were 
also in the field, and while they received a 
fair amount of support in the early ballot- 
ing, it was at no time doubted that the 
contest was between Messrs. Dryden, 
Stokes, and Griggs. 

On the first ballot Mr. Dryden received 
19 votes, Mr. Griggs 15, Mr. Stokes 11, Mr. 
Gardner 5, and Mr. Gummere 7. During 
the first dozen ballots the votes of Messrs. 
Gardner, Baird, and Gummere fluctuated 
a great deal, while the vote of Mr. Griggs 
remained stationary and that of Mr. Dry- 
den increased to 24, and the vote of Mr. 
Stokes went up and down as the support- 
ers of the other three South Jersey candi- 
dates voted either for him or their own 
particular favorite. 

The balloting continued in this way until 
the close of the seventeenth ballot, when 
the South Jersey members held a confer- 
ence and all decided to go to Stokes. The 
eighteenth ballot resulted in Mr. Dryden 
getting 24 votes, Mr. Stokes 21, and Mr. 
Griggs 15. 

On the nineteenth ballot the Griggs forces 
broke and only two, Senator Wakelee of 
Bergen and Assemblyman Holman of 
Ocean, stood by their standard bearer. Of 
the thirteen who broke away from Griggs, 
five, Messrs. Champion, Francis, Hoag- 
land, Howland, and Welsh, went to Mr. 
Stokes. Messrs. Bogert, Cross, Davidson, 
Keasler, McKee, Mercer, Stalter, and Van 
Blarcom joined the Dryden forces. 

The thirty-two votes of Mr. Dryden were 
made up of the twelve members from Es- 
sex County, six from Passaic, four from 
Middlesex, four from Union, and the votes 
of W. T. Brown of Morris, Hoffman of 
Monmouth, Laire of Warren, Paget of Mer- 
cer, and Tillotson and Mercer from Bergen 
County. 

The caucus was held in the Assembly 
chamber. Senator McCarter of Essex pre- 
sided and Secretary Edge of the Senate and 
Kirk Parker of the House acted as the 
clerks of the caucus. The name of Mr. 
Dryden was presented by Senator McCar- 
ter, who temporarily resigned the chair for 
the purpose. 

The Republicans have a majority on joint 
ballot of 45, which assures the election of 
Mr. Dryden, as the caucus action is binding. 


N®&WARK, N. J., Jan. 23.—John F. Dry- 
den, who was to-day made the Republican 
caucus choice for United States Senator, 
was born in Farmingdale, Me., on Aug. 7, 
1839. He comes from an old New England 
family. He obtained an ordinary common 
school education and then entered Yale 
University with the intention of studying 
law. His health gave way, and on advice 
of a physician he was withdrawn by his 
parents. He became interested in insur- 
ance, especially life, and made a study of 
it. He worked for years formulating an in- 
dustrial scheme for the United States on 
the lines of the prudential system in Lon- 
don. When he had worked this out he tried 
to interest New England capital, but failed. 

He came to Newark in 1873 and obtained 
the backing he needed. Noah F. Blanchard, 
William H. Murphy, father of the new 
Governur of this State; Horace Alling, Dr. 
Leslie D. Ward, and others became inter- 
ested. A bill was passed by the Legislature 
on lines laid out by Mr. Dryden, and in 
1875 the Prudential Life Insurance Compa- 
ny of America was formed. Mr. Blanchard 
was its first President. Mr. Dryden was 
made the Secretary. Some years ago Mr. 
Blanchard retired, and Mr. Dryden suc- 
ceeded him. He still holds the position. 

Mr. Dryden fifteen years ago organized 
the Fidelity Trust Company. This com- 
pany is now in the process of increasing 
its capitalization to $5,000,000 and attending 
to the merger of two or more banks in this 


city. 

Mr. Dryden is interested in the North 
Jersey Street Railway and is one of the 
three owners of the South Orange Street 
Railircad, a subsidiary company. He has 
been a lifelong Republican,gnd has never 
before held office. He was’ an Elector in 
1896, and again in 1900. During the last 
fall campaign Mr. Dryden took the stump 
for Gov. Murphy. His home is at 1,0 
Broad Street. In the Summer he lives at 
Bernardsville. He has a wife, one son, and 
a daughter,.the latter being Mrs. Anthony 
Kuser of Trenton. Mr. Dryden is a mem- 
ber of the Second Presbyterian Church of 
this city. 


STOCKHOLDERS SUE THE 
GREAT NORTHERN RAILWAY. 


They Appeal to Minnesota Court to Pre- 
vent Merger of Road in the North- 
ern Securities Company. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Jan. 23.—Attor- 
neys of Milton L. Bouden and Sophia Barth 
Chapman filed a petition to-day for an in- 
junction in the State District Court against 
the Great Northern Railway and its Di- 
rectors, to prevent the transfer of its stock 
to the Northern Securities Company. 
Bouden holds 400 and Mrs. Chapman 100 
shares of Great Northern stock. The at- 
torneys are the same as those who in be- 
half of Peter Power of New York are seek- 
ing in the United States District Court to 
have the retirement of the Northern Pa- 

cific preferred stock declared illegal. 

The bill of complaint sets forth the well- 
known facts as to the attempted merger of 
the Great Northern, Northern Pacific, and 
3urlington systems, claiming that it is con- 
trary to the statutes of Minnesota, North 
Dakota, Montana, and Washington, and in- 
tended to destroy all competition, and 
charging that the separate organizations 
are merely nominal and intended to de- 
ceive the public, the real management and 
control being vested in the Northern Se- 
curities Company. 

It is claimed that by this merging the 
Great Northern Directors have rendered 
the charter of the road subject to forfeiture 
at the suit of the State of Minnesota and 
the license of operation in the other States 
traversed subject to revocation, and fur- 
ther that several suits whereby the com- 
pany will lose valuable reports and privi- 
leges, unless the Directors are permanently 
enjoined from carrying out the merger, are 
imminent. : 

Judgment is demanded on eleven points— 
that the merger is fraudulent and contrary 
to the laws of this State; that the Northern 
Securities Company is a conspiracy; that 
the Great Northern Directors and agents be 
enjoined during the pendency of the suit 
and permanently thereafter from register- 
ing any transfers of stock to the Northern 
Securities Company; from recognizing or 
according any privileges to that company 
or from receiving any votes in its meet- 
ings; from entering with the Northern Pa- 
cific into any combination that will disturb 
the independent integrity of the defendant 
company; that the defendant Directors be 
enjoined from holding any office in or par- 
ticipating in the affairs of the Northern Se- 
curities Company or from paying any divi- 
dends on stock held by that company. 

The defendants have twenty days. in 
which to answer. 


To Advance Price of Bar Iron.

PITTSBURG, Jan. 23.—A meeting of the 
Western Bar Iron Association will be held 
here within two days to arrange a new 
price list.” A general advance is expected 
because the Republic Iron and Steel Com-

Consumers’ League Seeks to Have 
Stores Close an Hour Earlier. 


The annual meeting of the Consumers® 
League of the City of New York was held 
yesterday afternoon in the assembiv hall 
of the Presbyterian Building, 156 Fifth 
Avenue, The meeting was well attended. 
Mrs. Frederick Nathan, who was re-elected 
President for 1902, presided. Mrs. Nathan 
read her annual report, in which she told 
of the progress and work of the league. 

She said that there are now forty-six 
stores in New York City which are on the 
‘“‘white list’ of the league. This means 
that the stores in question conform with 
reasonable closeness to the standard set by 
the league for a ‘ fair house,” or one which 
treats its employes fairly well as to wages, 
hours, physical conditions, and the general 
conditions of employment. A start has been 
made toward getting a shorter working 
day in Summer, and one well-known house 
has adopted the short day in Winter as 
well. She said also that a number of other 
houses were about to make an experiment 
in the same line, opening at 8:30 and clos- 
ing at 5:30, thus making the day an hour 
shorter. 

‘During the last few years,” she con 
tinued, ‘‘our main discouragement was in 
a failure to get the law enforced. I am 
glad to state, however, that the future 
looks bright for us. From the new admin- 
istration, the Governing Board expects co- 
operation in this direction.” 

Mrs. Nathan then said that in one in- 
stance the league was informed that a store 


on Grand Street was employing minors, and 
was keeping open on Sunday. One of the 
Governing Board went there, and upon 
finding that the laws were being violated 
appealed to the police of the nearest police 
station. The “ tip,’’ she declared, went out, 
and immediately the customers were 
hustled out of the store, the doors closed, 
and the shutters‘drawn. ‘* This shows how 
easily the laws can be enforced if those in 
authority will do it. We have also assur- 
ance from the new President of the Board 
of Health that he will enforce the mercan- 
tile law to the best of his ability. 

‘The recent terrible railroad wreck, cause 
ing the death of many prominent persons,”* 
she said, ‘“‘ has opened suddenly the eyes 
of the community to the fact that railroad 
officials have for years unnecessarily and 
carelessly jeopardized the lives of those 
who supported the road,-and who were 
supposed to receive such protection as 
modern science could give them. Human 
life is too often sacrificed because of the 
penuriousness on the part of the Directors.” 
In conclusion, Mrs. Nathan said that 
special attention had been paid to the tene- 
ments where persons afflicted with tuber- 
culosis had been prevented from workin 
on garments, and were when deprived o 
work cared for. 

Dr. Ernest Lederle, the newly appointed 
President of the Board of Health, spoke 
and promised a vigorous enforcement of 
the new mercantile law, and said that it 
would be one among the first things the 
department would take up. Dr. Lederle 
said he was having prepared a complete 
list of all the stores and factories with 
the number of'persons employed. A staff, 
he said, of twenty-eight Sanitary Inspec<- 
tors was assigned, and he thought their 
work would bear fruit at once. In conclud- 
ing, he said ‘“‘the law will be rigidly 
enforced.”’ 

Carroll D. Wright, National Commis- 
sioner of Labor at Washington, commend< 
ed the work of the league 1n glowing terms. 
He said that the members of the league 
were transformers, not reformers. Legis- 
lation, he thought, was appealed to too 
often as a remedy for some evils, but he 
declared there were others, such as those 
the league was fighting, that needed a 
strong law before they could be reached. 
The transformer, said Mr. Wright, had 
relegated the old economic man to the past 
and made a social man out of him. And 
the social man has brought about a new 
political economy which was forcing him 
to lift up the people. 

John MecMackin, State Commissioner o 
Labor, read a paper in which he descri 
the workings of the mercantile employes 
law. Other speakers were Henry Minners, 
President of the Retail Grocers’ Associae 
tion, and Henry Ehrberg, Treasurer of the 
Retail Grocers’ and Tea Clerks’ Associa- 
tion of New York. Morris Rosenfeld, wha 
formerly was a sweatshop worker, rect 
his poem, *‘ The Sweatshop.”’ 

The Treasurer's report showed a balanea 
on hand of $67.21, with expenditures of

TROLLEY ROAD FOR CHINA. 


Americans to Bid for Contract to Oper- 
ate a Street Car System in 
Shanghai. 


Plans are forming in this city for the or- 
ganization of a corporation, constituted of 
some of the most influential street railroad 
interests of New York, to make a bid for 
the contract to build, equip, and operate a 
System of electric street railroads in the 
city of Shanghai, China. This, it is said, 
will be the first appearance of the trolley 
car in the Celestial Empire. 

Tenders for this purpose must be made to 
the Shanghai Municipal Council by March 
7, unless a postponement is granted. An ef- 
fort to get such bids was made two years 
ago, but was subsequently frustrated. The 
present plan is stated to be upon a more 
stable basis. J. R. Patterson of Fearon, 
Daniel & Co., is engineering the plan to 
make an American bid for the road. 

_ The new road is to be twenty-three miles 

in length and of standard gauge. It is in- 

tended that the operation shall be done by 
natives. An English company has already 
been organized to bid for the plan. The 
amount involved will be not more than 
$5,000,000,

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OPEN BIDDING FOR ARMORIES. 


Mayor Low Takes Steps to End the 
Horgan & Slattery Monopoly. 

The first step was taken yesterday by 
the city officials to take away from the 
Tammany architects, Horgan & Slattery, 
the monopoly they have had during the past 
four years of all city work which could be 
voted to the firm. Mayor Low took up the 
matter at the meeting of the Armory Board, 
and he declared that it was his intention to 
have open bidding and competition for 
plans for armories in the future.

It 
was said, however, that the Armory Board 
would call for new plans and that the con- 
tract would net be given to Horgan & Slat- 
tery.

The kimono is increasing in popularity, 
but it is growing more and more unlike the 
original article, and the Japanese maker 


would hardly recognize the varieties to be 
seen in this country. That does not prove, 
however, that they are not everything they 
should be, varied to suit the characteris- 
tics of the people who wear them with the 
Suitable points of the garments retained 
and the unsuitable omitted. Many American 
kimonos, for instance, have a standing high 
collar, something which is entirely con- 
trary to all precedent in Japan, but which 
is infinitely more becoming to the majority 
of women of this country who have not the 
round throats which is one of the physical 
charms of the Japanese women. Some of 
the prettiest of the Americanized kimonos 
have a yokelike finish at the top. That is 
to say, on a bright red kimono there is a 
deep, rounded facing around the neck and 
shoulders, running up into the collar or 
stock, which is also black. A kimono of 
parti-colors may have a yoke and stock of 
plain red. These are relieved somewhat, for 
the black yoke and collar will have, as in 
one up town, embroidery in gold thread, 
like crosses, in a line stitch, and some 
ot those with the red voke have the same 
embroidery in black.

COTTON .—The break of Wednesday was more 
than regained yesterday, when the market gave 
a demonstration of what it could do under proper 
treatment. The opening was steady, with prices 
unchanged to 2 points lower, an indifferent re- 
sponse to big port receip and bearish Liver- 
pool cables. Almost immediately there was a de- 
cided change for the better tn the general ruling 
of the market on conservative new buying and a 
shift of the shorts to cover. Rumors that the re- 
ceipts were likely to be smaller for the rest of 
the week, and reports that Southern spot mar- 
kets were stubbornly resisting the influence of 
lower speculative markets, combined to create a 
good impression among ‘prospective investors and 
to give bull leaders new incentive. Finding our 
market in no humor to further decline, Liverpool 
slowly reacted, and closed but 1% points under 
the previous day's figures. Within the first hour 
it had become apparent that considerable short 
lines had been put out during Wednesday's break 
by the scalping contingent and some of the lead- 
ing market operators. Moreover, there Was 
every evidence that weak long interests had been 
shaken out and that little long cotton remained 
to be sold unless some new factors of bearish im- 
portance came to light. From 8.01 May reacted 
to 8.05 within the first half hour, and for the 
rest of the morning continued to improve. By 
midday 8.10 had been reached, with the under- 
tone still firm. Shorts were in nervous frame of 
mind, while bull interests were giving the mar- 
ket every possible support. A light Houston esti- 
mate for to-day’s receipts, with bullish weather 
reports from Texas, were potent influences. 
Early in the afternoon the market had another 
sharp advance on active covering and new buy- 
ing, started by a light estimate for to-day’s New 
Orleans receipts. May quickly climbed to 8:15 
on this turn, and for the rest of the day little 
attempt was made to bring about a setback. The 
shorts were badly at sea and fearful lest Liv- 
erpool place even a more bullish construction on 
the waning movement than did the trade here. 
A telegram from Houston stated of the drought 
over the Western cotton country: ‘‘ Texas needs 
rajn badly; practically no preparation for crop; 
cattle dying on the prairies; no water or grass; 
cotton will advance sharply if drought continues.” 
Estimates for this week's ‘‘in sight ’’ were cut 
down owing to the prospect for a light movement 
to-day. The market was finally quiet and 
steady, with prices net 5 to 11 points higher. 
Spot cotton closed quiet, with quotations 1-1tc 
higher, on the basis of 8 5-16c for middling up- 
land and 8 9-16e for middling Gulf; sales, nil. 
Southern spot markets were telegraphed as fol-

BREADSTUFFS. — WHEAT —A somewhat 
sensational break in coarse grains and ener- 
getic selling of long wheat in every market 
of the country caused a severe break in prices, 
which, although partly recovered in the last 
hour, nevertheless left closing figures *%@'%c 
lower than the previous night. The decline 
turned almost the entire trade in a _ bearish 
direction, and operations for short account were 
manaked with more than usual confidence 
throughout the session. The only important 
reaction from this extreme heaviness came after 
1 o'clock, when evidences of export buying 
sent May in the local market up to 845%c. 
That exporters should have taken only 2 loads 
in New York instead of a hundred, however, 
was somewhat of a disappointment to bulls in 
the pit, for on so broad a decline much had 
been expected from shippers. The business at 
this point was understood to be principally on 
German account, At outports 10 loads were 
taken, making 37 loads altogether. As_ the 
crowd was short this business, disappointing 
though it was to some, caused moderate cover- 
ing, and checked the declining tendency which 
had prevailed throughout the fore part of the 
session. In St, Louis the decline was accelerated 
by improved weather conditions, as well as 
the weight of liquidation. Actual bull influ- 
ences were few and far between, besides being 
too unimportant to affect the general run_of 
sentiment. Crop prospects, according to The 
Price Current, were favorable for Winter wheat, 
although much of the aréa went under snow, 
looking brown, or tender. On the weather map 
rather low temperatures and clear weather were 
shown in all parts of the belt.

THE PARKHURST SOCIETY 


Will Not Enforce Excise Law to 
Neglect of Other Laws. 


No Advantage in Marching Once More 
Over the “ Melancholy Road” Trod 


by Mr. Roosevelt. 


‘Mayor Low vesterday sent to the officers 
of the for the Prevention of 
Crime the following answer to their com- 
munication of the 17th inst., in which it was 
charged that the excise law was not en- 
forced: 

“Gentlemen: Your letter of Jan. 17 is at 
hand. Brushing aside all minor questions, 
it alleges, in effect, that no attempt has 
been made since Jan, 1 to enforce the ex- 
cise law so far as it relates to Sunday sell- 
ing; it admits that the law is ‘ quite likely 
unenforceable,’ and yet it argues that the 
foundations of civic morality are threatened 
because it is not enforced. 

“I think it will clear the air if 
to arrive at some common meaning for the 
word ‘enforced,’ for as you use it you 
give the impression that the law is treated 
by the administration as a dead letter. 
This is very far from being the case. By 
virtue of this law the public sale of liquor 
has been stopped and a peaceable and or- 
derly Sunday has already been more per- 
feetly secured since the Ist of January, as 
I judge from the public press, than cer- 
tainly at any time for four years past. Be- 
cause, however, it may have been possible, 
as you imply, to buy liquor in many sa- 
loons behind closed doors on Sunday, it 
pleases you to say in effect that the law is 
treatec by the administration as though it 
did not exist. 

“Coming from any one familiar 
with the problem than yourselves, this as- 
sumption would suggest one of the easy and 
sweeping inferences often made by those 
who speak without knowledge. Read, how- 
ever, in the light of the interview of the 
honored President of your society, which 
appeared in The Mail and Express on the 
20th inst., it bears a,very different aspect. 

“In that interview Dr. Parkhurst said: 

“* It impresses me that the present excise 
jaw will be exceedingly hard to enforce. 
Roosevelt bent all his wonderful energy to 
attain this end, and we had three dry Sun- 
days as a result. That does not seem to 
predict success for any effort the present 
administration may make. The whole police 
force was used in carrying out Roosevelt's 
determination, and there was practically 
an open field for the perpetration of other 


crimes.’ 
A HASTY CHARGE. 


“Those who realize that Mr. 
when in full control of the situation, could 
only prevent the result you complain of for 
three ,Sundays, though using the entire 
power of the police force for that object, 
to the neglect of all other laws, should be 
slow rather than quick to say of this 
ministration that ‘the first two weeks of 
the present régime have practically put the 
Muyora!ty in revolt against the Legislat- 
ure,’ because the administration has treut- 
ed the excise law as of many laws 
which it is bound to enforce and has not 
neglected all other mandates of t) Legtis- 
lature in order to look after this on 

“The fact is that the excise law. has 
heen enforced up to the very limit of 
what is practicable with the means ut our 
command, and substantially as well, Ll be- 
lieve, as it was enforced by Mr. Roosevelt, 
unless you except the three Sundays on 
which Dr. Parkhurst says every other law 
was disregarded in order the better to en- 
force this 

“But you 
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we try 
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argue that the excise 
being a law, should be enforced to the 
termost, come what will, just 
a law. That position begs the very 
tion which you yourself raise, when you 
say it is ‘ quite likely unenforceable.’ That 
question is whether the Legislature has not 
in fact enacted a law that contains clauses 
which cannot be enforced in the City of 
New York. I asked the Presiding Justice 
of the Court of Special Sessions a few 
weeks ago to furnish me with a list of mis- 
demeanors as defined by the Legislature. 
He replied that he was unable to do so, for 
it would take an able lawyer three months 
to compile it. Does anybody suppose that 
all of these penalties are enforced, or that 
the administration is derelict because it 
does not go out of its way to find out what 
laws thus go by default? 

“The Legislature has said that there 
shal] be no drinking on Sunday except in 
homes, in hotels, and in clubs, but there 
must come a time when experience shall 
demonstrate in every locality whether this 
mandate can be literally executed or not. 
In my judgment our experience in New 
York on this point is already ample. In my 
letter accepting the -various nominations 
that were offered to me last Autumn, I 
said, in speaking of the evils traceable to 
these clauses: 

“* All this would be bad enough if these 
clauses accomplished their object of actu- 
ally preventing the sale of liquor on Sun- 
day, but they do not even do this. It may 
be considered certain, after much experi- 
ence, that in this community those clauses 
of the excise law that forbid the sale of 
liquer on Sunday in saloons are not com- 
petent to accomplish more than to prevent 
the public sale of liquor on that day; they 
never have stopped and they never can stop 
drinking on Sunday.’ 

“IT ask you to consider that this convic- 
tion on my part, which was fairly stated to 
the citizens when my canvass began, is the 
result of twenty years of observation, four 
years of which were passed in the Mayor’s 
office of Brooklyn. I submit, therefore, 
that it is entitled to some respect. 

MR. JEROME'S TESTIMONY. 

“'Phis conviction of my own 1s strikingly 
borne out not only by Dr. Parkhurst’'s in- 
terview, already quoted, but also by the 
remarks of District Attorney Jerome at 
the Reform Club only a few days ago. 
Speaking on this very law, Mr. Jerome is 
reported to have said: 

“* At first I did not see that in which the 
unenforceability consisted. I had read in the 
writings of those who are supposed to be 
learned in political philosophy that certain 
classes of laws could not be enforced unless 
they had public sentiment of them. 
I did not believe it, but there came a time 
when Roosevelt was President of the Police 
Board, when Goff was presiding in Part 1 
of General Sessions, and when I was in the 
Special Sessions, and we had a picturesque 
character then as District Attorney, whom 
we can eliminate, and we got together and 
discussed it. And Goff thought and Roose- 
velt thought, and I thought that there was 
a positive duty enjoined upon us to enforce 
this law, and that the reason that it could 
not be gnforced was because the authorities 
upon Whom the responsibilities devolved 
@id not proceed ruthlessly to enforce it, and 
We proceeded to do so. 

“«The saloons were paying $5 per month 
for the privilege of opening on Sunday, 
and we commenced our crusade. I sent a 
widow to the penitentiary for three months 
because she sold a glass of beer on Sun- 
day. I am satisfied by careful investiga- 
tion that the only result of our joint effort 
Was that during Roosevelt's administration 
the liquor dealers paid for selling on Sun- 
day $10 a month instead of $5.’ 

“Mr. Jerome went further and stated 
with his usual clearness why this law can- 
not be enforced in this sense in the City of 
New York. He said: 

“*The law which prohibits the sale of 
liquor on Sunday in the City of New York 
eannot be enforced for the reason that 
there are at least 250,000 people here who 
not only do not yield willlng obedience to 
it, but yield no obedience, and incite others 
to violate it.’ 

“These being the facts of the case, and 
they will not be disputed bv those who 
are well informed, what, I should like to 
ask, ‘is the advantage in marching once 
more over the melancholy road that has 
brought Dr. Parkhurst, Mr. Jerome. and 
myself and many others to this conviction 
in order to make assurance trebly sure? 

“Purely political considerations, you 
properly say, should be disregarded. But 
this is what happens in the City of New 
York in addition to the partial disregard 
of other laws of which Dr. Parkhurst has 
spoken, when an aaoneeee is made by the 
police power to close all access to saloons 
on Sunday. no matter how clandestine it 
may be. For two or three weeks, while 
the pressure lasts, every vessel that will 
hold liquor is filled on Saturday, with the 
results that many lodgings become saloons 
on the Sunday following. By the end of a 
few weeks arrangements are completed 
by which liquor can be had in the room 
behind the saloon, or in the room Above, or 
in the room on one side, and illegal Sun- 
day trade from that time on goes as 
smoothly as before the pressure began. In 
other words, ee poten pressure almed at 
twnaking even estine access to the sa- 
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FANS FIRES OF BLACKMAIL. 


“In the meanwhile this pressure causes 
the fires of blackmail to burn as with a 
forced draught, and the last state of the 


city under such a policy is worse than the 


first. It is difficult enough at best to break 
up blackmail. An administration of the ex- 
cise law that only doubles the inducements 


to blackmail, but which cannot stop illegal 
sales, may well be called in question. 

“It must be added that such police press- 
ure as is €ven nominally successful in pre- 
venting all access to saloons on Sunday 
never has been and never can be main- 
tained for more than a few weeks at a 
time. The city cannot be left for a long 
period an open field for the perpetration 
of other crimes,’ and neither can an ad- 
ministration justify itself in saying, by 
throwing all its weight on one law, * what 
laws shall be obeyed and what laws may be 
broken with impunity.’ 

‘To sum up, the attitude of this adminis- 
tration toward the excise law can be clear- 
ly defined It will continue to enforce the 
excise law as one of the general body of 
laws which it is called upon to enforce, in 
the best manner wracticable with the 
means at its disposal. It will take imme- 
diate cognizance of any complaint of 
breach of the law that is called to its at- 
tention, but it will not concentrate the en- 
tire police force on this one law and let 
all other laws go by the board. It will 
also do everything it can while it is in pow- 
er to break up the bribery and corruption 
of which the excise law has been for so 
long the fruitful parent. 

“If anything further is called for in re- 
sponse to your letter, it could not be better 
said than in these words attributed to the 
President of your society: 

“*So long as we pretend to be doing 
more than we can do, we shall not succeed 
in doing so much as we might do.’ ” 


WHAT DR. PARKHURST SAYS. 


The Rev. Dr. Parkhurst was seen at his 
home on East Thirty-fifth Street last 
night, and said: 

“T have not yet received.a copy of the 
letter, but I have glanced at it as printed 
in the papers. ° 

‘The letter sent to the Mayor emanated 
from the Executive Committee of the So- 
clety for the Prevention of Crime and not 


from me personally. At the meeting of 
the Executive Committee on Tuesday I told 
the members that we might expect an an- 
swer, and that if the reply came and it 
traversed ground not covered in our letter 
then we could only do the courteous thing 
to answer the Mayor's letter and con- 
sider the reply. If there is a reply it will 
be given to the press. Personally, I have 
no comment to make, and [I shall attempt 
none, at least until after the meeting of the 
committee. 

“I shall send out notices to-night calling 
the Executive Committee together at the 
headquarters of the society on Saturday 
afternoon at 4 o'clock. If the committee 
has no quorum or is not ready to act an 
adjournment will be taken until Monday. 
Until then I shall say nothing.” 

District Attorney Jerome, after carefully 
reading Mayor Low’s reply, said: 

‘I have always refused to discuss this 
matter in interviews. And I am not willing 
to say anything at this time. The whole 
subject was always distasteful to me, and 
the only reason that I have had anything 
to do with it was because I believed it to 
be my public duty. 1 don't believe any 
good can be accomplished by any comment 
of mine on the Mayor's letter, and I do not 
want to talk unless what 1 say may serve 
some useful purpose.”’

Maddox of the 
Brooklyn, has handed down a 
an excise case which is regarded 
portant because of the effect 
upon the administration of the law 
liquor selling on Sunday. 

The proceeding in which the decision was 
rendered was brought by the State Excise 
Commission to revoke the license held by 
the Tack-a-pousha Hotel at Far Rockaway. 
It was alleged that on Sunday, Sept. 1, 1901, 
five excise agents procured a glass of 
whisky each at the hotel without having 
eaten a meal therewith. 

Maurice B. Blumenthal, attorney for the 
hotel management, contended that there 
had been intentional violation of the 
law. 
the hotel, he said, one of the party ordered 
a large porterhouse steak. The manager 
directed a waiter to attend the party while 
he went to the kitchen to order the steak. 
The waiter in the meantime took an order 
for whisky and served the same. When 
the steak was ready, twenty minutes later, 
the agents left, and a few days later com- 
plaint was made against the hotel for sell- 
ing liquor on Sunday without a meal. Mr. 
Biumenthal maintained that if there was 
no intentional violation of the law an ap- 
plication to revoke the license must fail. 

The contention of Mr. Blumenthal is sus- 
tained by Justice Maddox. In the course of 
his opinion the Justice says: 

**] do not understand that no liquor shall 
be served to a guest until the meal is 
served, if one be ordered.”’

Justice Maddox’s decision that criminal 
intent is a necessary element of the prose- 
cution’s case in excise matters conflicts 
with the opinions of other Justices who 
have passed upon cases of this character. 
These have ruled that while the violation 
of the law may have been perfectly inmp- 
cent and unintentional, the guilt nevertiie- 
less remains, and a penalty must be im- 
posed under the provisions of the law. 

It is probable that the decision of Justice 
Maddox in the case will be appealed from. 


THIS THIEF REDUCES CHECKS. 


Novel Swindle Perpetrated on Wall 
Street Bankers and Brokers. 


Certain bankers and brokers in Wall 
Street have been greatly annoyed recently 
by the operations of a swindler, who pro- 
ceeds along novel lines. He reduces checks 
instead of raising them, and he uses chem- 
icals to do it. 

The instance upon which detectives are 
especially at work is this. The swindler 
followed a messenger boy to several of- 


fices. A broker had sold 100 shares of a 
certain stock ag 91 for a number of sepa- 
rate accounts. As the boy went on his 
rounds each purchaser had a check for 
$9,100 ready for the boy. 

It is customary in brokerage offices for 
boys to call out the errand, and in some 
instances cashiers cannot see the faces 
of the messengers. When checks are not 
ready, the cashier tells the boy to call 
again. This swindler knew of this custom, 
and heard a cashier give this advice. He 
then returned ahead of the messenger and 
secured the check. The swindler then re- 
duced the check to $910, thinking doubtless 
that a bank would be much more likely to 
cash it for that amount than for the larger 
sum. He also changed the name to 
“ bearer’ instead of the broker who was 
designated on the original check.

Most Practical Plan of Safety, 
Engineer Wilgus Thinks. 


Expert Cade at State Railroad Board’s 
Investigation Praises the Signal 
System in Use.

Investigation of the collision in the New 
York Central tunnel, on Jan, 8, in which 
j seventeen persons lost their lives, was be- 

gun yesterday by the State Railroad Com- 

missioners at the Fifth Avenue Hotel. 

Chairman Ashley W. Cole presided. Com- 

missioners Baker and Dunn sat with him. 

There were present in the room the repre- 

sentatives of numerous organizations of 

suburban towns, with recommendations for 
the improvement of the conditions prevail- 
ing in the tunnel. 

B. L. Fairchild of Pelham, representing a 
committee appointed by joint meetings 
called by the Mayors of Yonkers, Mount 
Vernon, and New Rochelle, offered for the 
consideration of the Commissioners resolu- 
tions suggesting the discontinuance of 
steam as a motive power and of all lamps 
for signaling purposes. 

Cc. J. Shearn, representing six hundred 
citizens of New Rochelle, presented a peti- 
tion calling for the prohibition of the use 
of soft coal in the tunnel. 

W. W. Niles, on behalf of the Taxpayers’ 
Alliance, read resolutions declaring the 
tunnel facilities inadequate and approving 
of the plan for the removal of the Mott 
Haven yard to Hunt's Point. 

Joseph H. Wood, Chairman of a commit- 
tee of the Mount Vernon Board of Trade, 
read a set of printed resolutions approving 
of the plan to use électricity as a motive 
power on suburban trains and run them on 
a loop under the Grand Central Station, 
urging the use of electricity on through 
trains in the Boroughs of Manhattan and 
the Bronx; the operation of the tunnel as 
one block, and the equipment of the tun- 
nel with electric lights at the entrance of 
each block. The resolutions suggested the 
placing of red and white incandescent lights 
about ten feet apart on each side of the 
tunnel. When it was desired to notify an 


engineer that he had overrun a block it 
Was suggested that the towermen switch 
the current into the red globes. The eleva- 
tion of all the tracks in the car yards on 
trestles 8 feet high, to avoid the clogging of 
the switch mechanism by snow, was called 
for. It was also desired that the platforms 
of the Grand Central be raised to a_leevl 
with the platforms of the cars and that a 
system of car inspection be established by 
statute. 
MR. WILGUS’S TESTIMONY. 
Chief Engineer Wilgus of the New York 
Central was the first witness called to the 


stand by Commissioner Cole, 

Q.—Have you received any practical } 
tions for improving conditions in the tunnel? 
A.--Yes The most practical from a railroad 
point of view is to take the top off the tunnel 

@.—What course, in your opinion, is the best 
for obtaining immediate relief? A.—From 4 
constructive point of view I know of no more 
| practical method than the unroofing of the tun 
nel. It would afford escape for the products of 
combustion and would admit light. 

Mr. Wilgus went into some details of the 
proposed improvements of the New York 
Central in the handling of suburban traf- 
fic on the underground tracks. He said 
| that it would be impracticable to have the 
tracks of the suburban trains on the same 
level with the tracks of the rapid transit 
road, because the stations of the latter were 
between the tracks and could only_ be 
reached by stairways from above or below. 
He said the rapid transit tracks would be 
forty feet below the surface and the tracks 
o? the suburban trains about eighteen feet. 
*Q.—When will work begin on these improve- 
ments? A.-—-Well, there is certain legislation to 
be obtained first, and some legal difficulties to 
| be overcome, before that question can be an- 
|; swered, 
' Q.—Assuming legislation is accomplished at 
| this session, how soon can the work be begun? 

Lawyer Ira Place of counsel for the New 

| York Central said that there might be cer- 
tain municipal acts under the city charter 
to overcome. The most definite information 
Mr. Wilgus gave was that it would take 
about two years to complete the work when 
it was started. 

Lawyer Shearn desired to examine Mr. 
Wilgus. He compared the tunnel to the 
Black Hole of Calcutta, and said he wished 
to ask Mr. Wilgus about the purpose for 
which the $35,000,000 bond issue was to be 
used. 

** We'll see that the people get their share 
| of that for the improvements,” said Com- 

missioner Cole. 

Charles W. Baker, editor of The Engi- 
neering News, testified that, in his opinion, 
the system of forced draught ventilation in 
use in the tunnel under the Mersey in Eng- 
land would not be practicable in the Park 
Avenue tunnel unless something were done 
to prevent trains passing in opposite di- 
rections from interfering with the venti- 
lation. He thought this might be accom- 

| plished by placing thin partitions of cor- 
rugated iron to direct the air currents. 

Mr. Wilgus was recalled at the afternoon 
session. After he had expressed the opinion 
that the signais in the tunnel could not be 
improved, the following questions, suggest- 
ed by Lawyer Shearn, were asked: 

Q.—Do you know any method of freeing the 
tunnel of smoke and noxious gases except by the 
discontinuauce of the use of steam? A.—No. 

Q.—What's your opinion of the feasibility of 
ventilation? A.—I deem it inadvisable. The 
adoption of a system of ventilation carries with 
it the necessity of closing all existing openings 
and having practically two miles of closed tunnel 
If anything should happen to the ventilating ap- 
paratus the results from gases might be disas- 
trous. All metals of which ventilating apparatus 
are made are subject to the corrosive action of 
locomotive gases. 

Q.—With the contemplated improvements in 
force would there not still be danger of obscura- 
tion of signals? A.—Not so much as now, I be- 
lieve. 

Mr. Wilgus then explained that the Cen- 
tral had not taken the stand that there 
would be ne change of motive power on the 
Central tracks in the tunnel. The changes 
in the side tunnels, he said, were more in 
the nature of a demonstration of the prac- 
ticability of electricity as a motive power. 
If proved practicable, its use might be ex- 
tended. The multiple unit system with a 
motor on about every third car would be 
used for the suburban trains. At this time 
it was not possible, practicable, or advisa- 
ble to make the change on through trains. 

Q.—Why do you not light the tunnel now with 
electricity? A.—With the present products of 
combustion electric light is not generally dif- 
fused, but has a limited area, and the engi- 
neer’s attention is withdrawn from his regular 
signal. 

Col. Baker at this point read a telegram 
from the Brotherhood:of Locomotive En- 

ineers of Albany to the effect that electric 
ights tended to obscure the regular sig- 
nals. Col. Baker said he received the tele- 
gram while he was at luncheon. Col. 
Cole said he had the signature of eighty- 
eight engineers to a similar statement. 

Mr. Wilgus, in reply to further questions, 
said he considered oil better than elec- 
tricity for signal lighting, as the cutting 
or damaging of a wire affects the whole 
system. 

Manager Joseph H.

the traffic, and that about 591 trains were 
handled on the four-tunnel tracks each day. 
These included shop trains, switch engines, 
and the like. 


THE SINGLE BLOCK SYSTEM.

It 
would be possible to handle only fifteen trains 
an hour on each track.

Q.—How does the Central's signal system com- 
pare with those in operation in other tunnels?

Accidents 
have never occurred save by failure of the 
human equation that eannot be eliminated 
from the transportation problem.”

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CENTRAL’S TUNNEL LOOP. 


Details of the Plans of the Company's 
Engineers for Handling Sub- 
urban Trafiic. 


The detailed plans of the engineering de- 
partment of the New York Central Rail- 
road for the proposed tunnel loop were 
made public yesterday. It appears from 
these plans that the loop will turn off to 
the right from the present line of the road, 
and will at its extreme westerly end run 
underneath Madison Avenue for nearly two 
blocks, between Forty-fourth and Forty- 
sixth Streets. 

On the now vacant block bounded by 
Forty-third and Forty-fourth Streets and 
Vanderbilt and Madison Avenues, it is pro- 
posed to build a passenger station to be 
used exclusively for suburban business. 


The connection with the rapid transit sub- 
way will be made by a broad gallery under- 
neath Vanderbilt Avenue. This will be so 
arranged that passengers will not have to 
climb any stairs, though they will have to 
descend the stairs from the mezzanine 
tloor of the rapid transit station to the 
platforms of that line. 

If it should later on prove desirable to 
connect the two tunnels, this can be done, 
Starting at a point under Park Avenue near 
Forty-second Street and ending in the cen- 
tral loop near Forty-fourth Street and 
Depew Place. 

The tracks of the loop will begin to di- 
verge from the present line at Fifty-sev- 
enth Street. The portals of the loop tunnel 
will be at Fifty-fourth Street. The loop 
proper will commence at  Forty-ninth 
Street. From either end of the station plat- 
forms to the point where the loop begins 
at Forty-ninth Street, there will be five 
tracks, while through the rest of the loop 
there will be two tracks. In the tunnels 
leading to and from the loop there will be 
two tracks each. 

There will be two platforms on either side 
of the station for the arriving passengers. 
Each of these will be sixteen feet wide. The 
platform between the two tracks will be 
thirty-six feet wide, and will be for the 
use of departing passengers. There will 
be plenty of exits to accommodate large 
crowds 

The loop will make the storing of subur- 
ban cars in the Forty-second Street yards 
unnecessary, and will leave these free for 
the use of through and express cars, which 
now have to be hauled through the tunnel 
as dead traffic.

Western Union Officers of the Concern 
Re-elected—Plan to Reduce Capi- 
tal Stock Defeated. 

The clash between the Western Union 
Telegraph interests and those of the re- 
mainder of the shareholders of the Amer- 
ican District Telegraph Company did not 
occur at the annual meeting yesterday, 
owing to the compromise that had been 
agreed upon a few days ago. The plan of 
the Western Union men to reduce the capi- 
tal stock of the company from $4,000,000 
to $2,000,000 was defeated by a mail vote 
of the stockholders, but the Western Union 
officers of the company were re-elected. 

A concession to the anti-Western Union 
interests was made in the election of C. A. 
Missing and William H. Taylor to the Di- 
rectorate. These men take the place of the 
late Marcellus Hartley and A. Baryon Hep- 
burn, who retires. The following Directors 
were elected: 

Elverton R. Chapman, Thomas F. Clark, 
D. N. Crouse, George J. Gould, C. A. Miss- 
ing, Thomas T. Eckert, Edwin Gould, John 
F. Patterson, Thomas C. Platt, William H. 
Taytor, Henry kK. Sheldon, Charles A. 
Tinker, and George B. Wilson. Of these, 
Thomas F. Clark, T. T. Eckert, Edwin and 
George Gould, and Charles A.’ Tinker repre- 
sent Western Union interests. 

Gen. Eckert was re-elected President, 
Charles A. Tinker was chosen as Vice Pres- 
ident, and Charles 8S. Shivler as Secretary 
and Treasurer. 

Gen. Eckert’s annual report to the com- 
pany shows that the total income for the 
year was $630,701.68; the total expenses, 
$527,282.02, leaving a total net revenue of 
$103,419.66, which, with a cash surplus on 
Dec, 31, 1900, of $80,503.65, leaves a total 
surplus of $183,923.31. The company paid 
dividenas during the year 1901 of $96,107.50, 
leaving a net surplus on Dec. 31, 1901, of 
$87,815.81, 


MARCONI’S LAST MESSAGES. 


Were Sent from Far Out at Sea to La 
Savoie at Her Pier. 


For the first time sinee the invention of 
the wireless telegravh messages were sent 
Wednesday afternoon and evening by this 
means from a vessel out at sea to another 
moored at her pier. Signor Marconi, on 
the steamship Philadelphia, chatted with 
his friends on board the French liner La 
Savoie, lying at the foot of Morton Street. 
Marconi talked through his’ operator, 
George Kemp, on the Philadelphia while 
the operator at this end was W. W. Brad- 
field, a representative of E. H. Moeran of 
34 Pine Street, the American agent of the 
Marconi system. 

The Philadelphia left her pier at 10 o'clock 
in the morning and ran into a thick fog 
in the Narrows. Later from Gravesend Bay 
Marconi called the Savoie and sent his 
compliments to the officials of the Ameri- 
can Line, to which the Philadelphia be- 
longs. A few moments later a message was 
received in the North River from Capt. A. 
R. Mills of the Philadelphia, who said: 
“Just getting under way off Coney Isl- 
and.”’ 

Communications continued to come from 
the outgoing vessel throughout the after- 
noon, but they were of a business nature 
and were not made public. Evidently S:gnor 
Marconi was finally clearing up his Ameri- 
can business after waiting to get many 
miles out to sea. At 4 o'clock when the 
Philadelphia was far out to sea, Marconi 
said his final good-bye to those in the 
North River. 

At 11:05 o’clock the same evening the 
regular French operator on La Savoie was 
in the operating room of the ship when he 
was startled by hearing the call, “ Sv, Sv, 
Sv.”" He ran to his instrument and replied, 
“TIT. I. Sv.’ There came back the single 
flutter of “Sv. S—”’ and nothing suwre was 
heard. 

Mr. Moeran said yesterday afternoon 
that the Philadelphia must have been it- 
tempting to call up the Savoie, and if that 
were so all distance records between ves- 
sels had been broken.

FISH TRUST RIVAL ENJOINED. | 


Seibold-Stocker Company Temporarily 
Restrained from Doing Business. 
Justice Scott, in the Supreme Court, yes- | 
terday, granted to A. Booth & Co. of Chi- | 
cago, a corporation known throughout this 
country and Canada as the Fish Trust, a | 
permanent injunction restraining the Sei- | 
bold-Stocker Company, a corporation re- | 
cently organized for the purpose of dealing 
in fish, with offices at 114 and 115 South 
Street, this city, from selling fish within | 
the territory controlled by them. That ter- | 
ritory, it is alleged in the papers filed with |

PLACING SERVANT IN POSSESSION OF 
PREMISES Not A Sus-LETTING.—In an ac- 
tion brought by Frank H. Presby, as agent, 
against George G. Benjamin to recover the 
rent reservec in a lease of a suite in an 


|} apartment house in this city, the defense 


was eviction. Mr. Benjamin claimed that 
curing his absence from the city he placed 
the porter of his store in possession of the 
apartment as a caretaker, but that the 
agent, Presby, refused to allow the porter 
and his wife to enter. Benjamin thereupon 
surrendered and abandoned the premises 


to the landlord. The latter, on the other 
Ben- 


lease not to assign or sublet the premises. 
A judgment by direction of the court in 
favor of the plaintiff, which was affirmed 
by the Appellate Division of this city, has 
now been reversed by the Court of Appeals. 
Judge Cullen, for the court of last resort, 
holds that Mr. Benjamin's action in no way 
violated the covenant not to assign or sub- 
let, or the additional covenant that the 
apartment was to be used as a private 
dwelling only. Such covenants, it is held, 
are restraints which the courts do not 
favor and they are construed with the ut- 
most jealousy. “It is clear,’’ continues 
Judge Cullen, ‘‘ that even under a liberal 
eonstruction of the covenant to constitute 
a violation of this lease the defendant must 
have attempted to put in possession of the 
premises a new tenant, not merely a new 
occupant. To be a tenant a person must 
have some estate, be it ever so little, such 
as that of a tenant at will or on suffer- 
ance. A person may be in occupation of 
real property simply as a servant or licen- 
see of his master. In thet case the posses- 
sion is not changed; it is always in the 
master. Therefore, if the defendant sought 
to place his porter in occupation of the 
premises as caretaker, or as servant, he 
was entirely within his rights. His testi- 
mony to this effect was not conclusive. 
There were circumstances from which the 
jury might have inferred that the sugges- 
tion of a caretaker was a subterfuge, and 
that the real intent was to make the porter 
a tenant of the premises. But in this re- 
spect the evidence presented a question of 
fact for the jury to pass upon. The court 
eould not determine it as a matter of law. 
Indeed, the learned trial court seems not 
on this question, but to 
have disposed of the case on the ground 
that placing the porter and his wife in his 
apartment, even as the defendant's ser- 
vants, was a violation of the lease. This 
view, as we have said, was erroneous.’’

AGENT’s PROMISE TO PAY INSURANCE PRE- 
miumMs.—The defense of the American Union 
Life Insurance Company in an action 
brought against it by Mary E. Hewitt to 
recover on a policy of insurance on the life 
of Rer husband, Dr. Hewitt, was that the 


first premium had not been paid prior to 
the death of the insured, and that, there- 
fore, the policy had never been operative. 


, In the application for insurance made by 


Dr. Hewitt, who was a medical examiner 
of the insurance company, it was express- 
ly provided that ‘‘ any policy issued hereon 
shall net go into effect until the first pre- 
mium has been actually paid during the 
lifetime and good health of the insured.” 
It was also provided that no person, other 
than certain officers of the comparty: had 
any power to: change the terms of the 
olicy. It appeared, however, that Dr. 
Prewitt signed the application at the re- 
quest of the agent of the company, who

had recommended his appointment as medi- 
cal examiner. This agent, Hoag, stated 
that the fees earned by Dr. Hewitt “ could 
be applied in the payment of the pre- 
mium,’” and that he ‘‘ would advance the 
first payment for him.’””’

A judgment for Mrs. Hewitt ._ 
has been reversed by the Third Appellate 
Division, the court holding, by Presiding 
Justice Parker, that a waiver of the pro- 
visions of the policy was not established 
by the testimony. The agent, it is held, did 
not assume to act for the insurance com- 
pany in the matter of the payment of the 
irst premium, but solely as the friend and 
agent of the insured.
